Chicago,  Nov.  4.— The  day  is  cloud- 
less and  well  suited  for  drawing  out  a 
large  vote  and  the  indications  are  that 
the  polling  will  be  heavy.  Everybody  is 
at  sea  as  to  the  final  result.  An  unusu- 
ally large  vest  pocket  vote  is  being 
polled  and  all  tickets  are  being  heavily 
scratched.

Politicians  who  had  tigured  on  the  re- 
sult calculated  that  l()5,aX)  ballots 
w  ould  be  cast  today. 

Reports  from  all'  parts  of  the  city  up 
to  1:15  o'clock  this  afternoon  received 
by  the  City  Press  association  seem  to  in- 
dicate democratic  gains.  The  chief 
fight  in  the  city  is  over  the  shriev- 
alty and  the  results  thus  far  seem 
to  indicate  that  ex-Congressman  Prank 
Lawler  (dem.)  is  running  ahead  of  his 
ticket.  On  the  other  hand  it  appears 
that  Mrs.  Gen.  Mulligan  for  president  of 
schools  is  losing  votes  to  Albert  G.  Lane 
(rep.). 

In  the  Fourth  congressional  district, 
Congressman  Adams  seems  to  be  having 
a  hard  tight  against  his  democratic 
opponent,  Gen.  Walter  C.  Newberry,  and 
in  the  First,  Congressman  Taylor  (re- 
publican) appears  10  be  having  a  similar 
experience  in  the  race  against  W.  G. 
Ewing. 

Returns  from  the  Second  and  Third 
districts  do  not  yet  indicate  the  drift  of 
sentiment. 

AT  PHILADELPHIA. 

An  Rxcitioi;  Congressional   Contest   In  the 
Quaker  City. 

Philadelpaia,  Nov.  4.  The  weather 
today  is  bright  and  clear  and  election 
division  officers  report  an  average  full 
vote  cast  up  to  noon  throughout  the 
city.  Any  statement  of  results  by  the 
charter  election  officers  in  the  various 
voting  precincts  would  be  merely  guess 
work  as  under  the  state  laws  they  are 
not  allowed  to  open  the  ballot  boxes  or 
make  any  count  of  the  votes  cast  until 
the  polls  are  closed  at  7.  p.  m. 

An  exciting  contest  is  progressing  in 
the  third  congressional  district  which 
WHS  so  many  years  represented  by  the 
late  Samuel  J.  Randall.  Richard  Vaux 
was  at  the  time  of  Mr.  Randall's  death 
elected  to  serve  the  unexpired  term,  but 
was  defeated  in  the  democratic  nomina- 
ting conveution  for  the  full  terra.  Wm. 
McAleer  receiving  the  nomination. 

Mr.  Vaux's  friends,  however,  placed 
him  in  nomination  as  an  independent 
candidate  and  tbe  republican  party  made 
no  nomination. 

The  district  comprises  eight  of  the 
wards  in  the  southern  and  central  part 
of  the  city,  and  in  1888  gave  Randall 
17,G4L>  votes  against  112  scattering,  there 
being  no  regular  candidate  against  him. 
McAleer  and  Vaux  each  have  a  strong 
following,  and  the  voters  are  persistently 
importuned  by  each  faction  to  cast  their 
votes  for  the  respective  favorite. 

A  shooting  affray  occurred  in  the 
district  this  morning  in  a  quarrel  at  one 
of  the  voting  places  in  the  fourth  ward, 
the  result  of  a  dispute  between  adher- 
ents of  the  two  candidates.  Four  shots 
were  fired  but  no  one  seriously  injured. 
A  uan  named  Bryan  was  shot  in  the 
hip.  The  wound  was  dressed  at  the 
Pennsylvania  hospital  No  arrests  were 
made.  It  is  said  that  much  scratching 
and  trading  is  being  indulged  in 
throughout  the  district. 


LIVELY  AT  PITTSBURGH. 

Thf  Heaviest  Vote  in  the  History  of   the 

City  Beinsr  Foiled. 

PiTTSBUKGH,  Nov.  4.— From  present  in- 
dications the  vote  polled  today  will  be 
the  heaviest  ever  known  here  and  great 
interest  ib  being  manifested  in  the  elec- 
tion and  both  parties  are  exerting  them- 
selves to  the  utmost  to  get  out  every 
voter  and  so  far  the  Pattison  vote  in 
Pittsburgh  and  Alleghany  City  is  not  as 
large  as  expected.  Scratching  is  being 
done  but  not  so  generally  as  was  ex- 
pected. The  indications  are  that  the  re- 
publican ticket  will  pull  through  with  a 
reduced  majority. 

The  feature  of  the  election  is  the 
severe  t  crate  yng  Congressman  Dal- 
zell  (republicao)  is  receiving.

A  POLITICAL  SENSATION. 

A  Scheme  to  Flood   Pittslmrgr  With    Bo^us 
Tax  Receipts. 

PiTTHBURGH,  Pa.,  Nov.  4.— A  political 
sensation  has  developed  here,  which  has 
greatly  exercised  the  local  politicians. 
It  is  claimed  that  a  scheme  was  con- 
cocted to  flood  the  city  with  bogus  tax 
receipts  for  the  use  of  illegal  voters. 
These  were  distributed,  it  is  stated, 
from  the  club  rooms  of  a  well  known 
political  organization. 

The  persons  who  figure  in  the  alleged 
plot  are  prominent  in  politics.  Harry 
O'Toole,  a  clerk  in  the  delinquent  tax 
collector's  office,claims  that  a  large  num- 
ber of  receipts  were  shown  him  by  a 
member  of  the  republican  county  com- 
mittee, which  bore  the  alleged  signature 
of  O' Toole.  These  he  pronunced  a  forg- 
ery.   O'Toole  is  a  democrat. 

It  is  claimed  that  15,000  of  these  bogus 
receipts  have  been  given  out.  Demo- 
crats and  independents  have  discredited 
the  above  report,  branding  it  as  a 
scheme  on  the  part  of  the  republican 
county  committee  to  secure  the  reap- 
pointment of  republican  United  States 
marshals  at  the  polls.

New  York,  Nov.  4.— The  polls  opened 
promptly  at  six  o'clock  this  morning  in 
every  election  district  in  this  city,  and 
the  work  of  voting  under  the  new  ballot 
law  began  without  delay. 

The  voting  in  consequence  of  the  new 
law  proceeded  more  slowly  than  usual, 
but  with  greater  steadiness,  and  at  nocjn, 
a  greater  proportion  of  the  registered 
voters  than  is  customary  at  that  hour 
h  vd  cast  their  ballots.

Considering  the  extreme  bittemeaa 
of  the  campaign,  the  day  has 
passed  very  quietly,  the  Austral- 
ian system  doing  entirely  away 
with  the  usual  excitement  at  the  polls, 
let,  nevertheless,  candidates  and  the 
committeemen  of  the  various  parties 
have  been  out  in  full  force,  gathering 
henchmen  to  the  polls  and  working  hard 
for  party  victory. 

Under  the  present  system  of  voting  it 
18  an  extremely  difficult  matter  to  judge 
of,  and  the  way  of  the  election  mind  is 
merely  guess  work.  The  polls  opened  at 
6  o  clock,  and  a  large  laboring  vote  was 
m  by  9.  Up  to  noon  about  one- third  the 
entire  registration  was  voted  in  the 
Third  and  Fourth  wards,  while  in 
the  First,  Second,  Fifth  and  Sixth  the 
number  cast  probably  made  up  about 
one-half  the  list.  The  new  way  of  vot- 
ing proved  somewhat  puzzling  to  many 
of  the  foreign  voters,  which  accounts  for 
the  slowness  of  balloting  in  some  of  the 
precincts. 

To  all  appearances  the  alliance  vote 
was  not  quite  so  large  as  conss^rvative 
estimates  yesterday  made  it.  Merriam, 
so  it  IS  said,  has  been  cut  to  a  small  ex- 
tent in  the  city,  while  Wilson  has  prob- 
ably received  the  regular  democratic 
vote,  allowing  for  that  portion 
that  would  naturally  go  to  Owen. 
The  regular  state  tickets,  outside  of  gov- 
ernor, have  received  straight  party  sup- 
port. In  the  congressional  contest  Com- 
stock  bae  probably  gotten  nearlv  tb-i 
republican  vote,  and  Whiteman  has  evi- 
dently not  made  the  inroads  into  his 
support  that  the  democracy  expected. 
HalvorEen  will  get,  so  politicians  say, 
one-third  less  votes  than  Owen.  Early 
in  the  day  there  was  some  talk  of  cut- 
ting Kendall,  but  he  will,  beyoud  a 
doubt,  be  elected  by  a  small 
majority.  The  county  ticket 
is  being  voted  on  straight  party 
lines,  but  it  is  evidently  a  close  race  be- 
tween Green  and  Tear  for  county  at- 
torney, and  the  friends  of  both  men 
claim  victory.

A    MISSING    CONTRACTOR. 

Friends  and  Creditors  of  Jos.  Hagenkamp 
Anxiously  Inquiring  For  Him. 

The  continued  absence  from  the  city 
of  Joseph  Hangenkamp  the  well-known 
contractor  is  exciting  a  good  deal  of 
comment  among  his  friendis  and  credit- 
ors some  of  the  latter  being  quite 
anxious  to  interview  him.  He  left  home 
about  5  o'clock  Saturday  afternoon 
armed  with  his  rifle  and  leaving  word 
that  he  was  off  for  a  hunting  .  trip  and 
would  return  Sunday.  He  has  not  been 
seen  since. 

Numerous  subcontractors  and  a  num- 
ber of  workmen  to  whom  he  is  indebted 
ia  various  sums  would  give  him  a  cor- 
dial welcome  were  he  to  come  back. 
The  missing  man  secured  the  job  of 
building  Turner  hall.  Last  Saturday 
he  received  the  amount  of  his  estimate 
of  $2300  from  the  Turner  society  and  is 
supposed  to  have  collected  about  12700 
more  on  three  or  four  contracts  out- 
standing, making  a  total  in 
all  of  about  15000  in  cash.  Sat- 
urday morning  he  informed  his 
workmen  that  he  would  pay  them  on 
the  evening  of  that  day,  but  in  this  he 
failed. 

His  debts  it  is  estimated  amount  to 
considerable  more  than  he  took  away* 
with  him.  Hagenkamp's  reputation  has 
been  of  the  very  best  and  there  are 
many  who  look  for  bis  return  to  clear  up 
the  peculiar  and  suspicious  circum- 
stances surrounding  his  departure. 

Nothing  had  been  heard  from  Hagen- 
kamp  at  a  late  hour  this  afternoon.  A 
meeting  of  the  building  committee  of  the 
Turner  society  will  be  held  tomorrow 
morning,  at  which  plans  will  be  dis- 
cussed for  carrying  on  the  work  of 
building  the  new  hall.  It  is  probable 
that  the  bondsmen  of  the  missing  con- 
tractor will  be  held  responsible  for  hia 
liabilities.

These  buildings  with  their  contents  are 
total  losses.      Damage  by  water  to  the 
clothing  and  furnishing  goods  stock  of 
A.  Marks  to  the  extent  of  ?3(HX),  and  the 
Peerless  landry,  owned  by  Harry  Blume, 
was  damaged  by  fire  to  the  extent  of 
about  11000. 

The  losses  foot  up  about  $9000  of 
which  William  Craig  loses  $2800  on 
buildings,  Schiesser  A-  Haertel  «11(X)  on 
stock  and  Ed.  McClure  on  fixtures,  etc. 
$500.  The  losses  are  covered  by  insur- 
ance.

After  a  full 
discussion  of  the  subject  it  has  been  de- 
cided by  the  government  to  take  im- 
mediate steps  to  promote  closer  trade 
relations  between  Canada  and  the  West 
Indies. 

Hon.  George  E.  Foster,  minister  of 
finance,  goes  to  the  West  Indies  this 
week  on  a  trade  mission.  He  sails  from 
New  ^ork  Wednesday  afternoon.  Bar- 
badoee  will  be  first  visited  by  him  and 
then  Trinidad  and  Demerara.  , 

Coming  northward  Mr.  Foster  will 
disembark  at  Jamaica,  where  he  will 
make  a  considerable  stay,  and  then  he 
will  go  to  the  Bahamas  and  Bermuda. 
His  mission,  it  is  expected,  will  result 
successfully,  as  the  government  has 
given  him  considerable  authority  to  dis- 
cuss the  question  of  closer  trade  rela- 
tions with  British  colonies.  Mr.  Foster 
expects  to  return  here  about  Christmas.

NOT  YET  SATISFIED. 

The  liOnduu  Dock  Laborers  are  not  Pleased 
with   Their    Condition. 

London,  Nov.  4. — The  scheme  submit- 
ted to  the  Dock  Laborers  union  Ijiy  the 
directors  of  the  dock  companies  provides 
for  the  establishment   of    a   piecework 

system  to  take  the  place    of   the    agree- 
ment, under  which  the  men    have    been 
w^orking  for  ayear  past,   and   which   ex 
pired  yesterday. 

They  generally  do  not  favor  the  new 
scheme  and  much  discontent  exists 
among  them.  Although  more  of  the  men 
worked  together  yesterday  pending  a 
decision  on  the  direct  proposition,  it 
was  feared  that  a  strike  might  be  in- 
augurated any  moment.  Early  this 
morning  Messrs.  Tillet  and  Mann,  the 
labor  leaders,  visited  the  various  docks 
and  exhorted  the  men  not  to  quit 
work. 

Their  advice  was  followed  in  most  cases 
and  the  men  resumed  work  though  in 
numerous  instances  a  sullen  dispooition 
was  shown  by  the  laborers.

Shipments   of  Cattle   Through     Bismarck

A  Mild  Form  of  the   Dreaded    Disease  DIh- 
covered  at  Pliila<lelplila. 

Chester,  Penn.,  Nov.  4.— John  Ander- 
son, a  Swede  who  has  lived  in  this  city 
for  the  past  three  years,  called  at  the 
office  of  Dr.  J.  Frank  Evans  last  week 
for  treatment.  Dr.  Evans  had  treated 
the  man  for  another  disease  three  years 
ago,  but  Anderson's  present  condition 
baffled  him  somewhat,  so  he  communi- 
cated with  Dr.  Judson  Daland,  of  the 
University  hospital,  Philadelphia.  Dr. 
Daland  advised  Dr.  Evans  to  send  the 
patient  to  the  University  hospital  for 
examination.  Anderson  went  to  the  hos- 
pital, and  an  examination  of  his  case  was 
first  made  by  Dr.  Daland.  He  at  once 
diagnosed  the  disease  as  that  of  leprosy, 
and  called  in  Dr.  William  Pepper,  provost 
of  the  University  hospital,  and 
Professor  Dunhing,  an  eminent  special- 
ist, while  all  other  members  of  the 
faculty  interested  themselves  in  the 
case.  The  conclusion  arrived  at  was 
that  the  case  was  one  of  interstitial 
leprosy,  a  mild  form  of  the  dreaded  dis- 
ease and  the  least  contagious. 

An  effort  was  made  by  the  Chester 
board  to  have  th«  man  placed  in  the 
Philadelphia  pest-house,  but  the  health 
board  of  the  latter  city  would  not  agree 
to  it.  Anderson  was  then  returned  to 
Chester  and  afterward  taken  to  the 
almshouse  at  Lima,  a  few  miles  outside 
of  Chester,  where  he  is  confined  in  a 
separate  building. 

Anderson  has  been  in  this  country 
twelve  years,  part  of  which  time  he  has 
followed  the  sea.  He  is  47  years  old  and 
unmarried.  The  only  other  case  of 
leprosy  in  this  state  is  that  of  a  China- 
man, now  confined  in  the  Municipal  hos- 
pital. Philadelphia,  where  he  has  been 
two  years. 


A  MOTHER'S   MADNESS. 


A    BIG    SUIT. 

The  CathoIicH  Lay  Claim    to    Government 
Lands  in  Washing;ton. 

Tacoma,  Wash.,  Nov.  4.— In  the  United 
States  district  court  yesterday,  Judge 
Hanford  rendered  an  opinion  in  the  suit 
brought  by  a  Catholic  bishop  of  Ne- 
8(iually,  to  obtain  the  title  to  430  acres  of 
land  occupied  as  a  military  reservation 
by  the  United  States  government  at  Van- 
couver, Wash. 

The  claim  brought  by  the  plaintiff  is 
based  upon  the  establishment  of  a  mis- 
sionary station  at  Vancouver  with  con- 
sent of  the  Hudson  Bay  company.  The 
property  is  now  estimated  to  be  worth 
from  a  half  to  one  million  dollars.  The 
court  holds  that  the  claims  of  the  United 
States  government  to  the  lands,  as  a 
reservation,  is  prior  in  time  and  for  that 
reason,  if  no  other,  superior  in  equity  to 
that  of  the  plaintiff.  An  appeal  was 
taken  to  the  United  States  supreme 
court.

Washington,    D.    C,    Nov.     4. — The 

clerks  in  the  government  departments 
were  in  a  state  of  repressed  excitement 
today.

A  Hard  Puz7le  to    8olve,  But    Republicans 
£xp«ct  to  Win. 

Milwaukee,  Nov.  4.— The  day  opened 
bright  and  clear  and  there  is  every  pros- 
pect that  the  weather  will  hold  good 
until  night.  Prom  present  indications 
Wisconsin  will  exceed  the  heaviest  vote 
she  has  ever  cast.  In  this  city  the  poll- 
ing is  proceeding  quietly  although  .it  is 
expected  that  some  disturbances  'will 
accur  in  the  Polish  wards  before  the 
day  is  over. 

There  are  over  50,000  names  on  the 
registry  lists  and  it  is  expected  that 
when  the  boxes  are  closed  tonight  they 
will  hold  fully  45,000  ballots.  The  result 
in  the  state  is  a  matter  of  great  doubt, 
ecclesiastical  element  in  the  campaign 
having  upset  all  calculations  based  on 
former  elections.  "l™  ;

Expense  of  Putting  the  Australian  Law  in 
Operation. 

Indianapolis,  Nov.  4.— Interest  in  the 
election  in  this  state  today  hinges  mainly 
on  the  legislature  which  will  elect  a 
successor  to  Senator  Voorhees.  Repub- 
licans claim  a  majority  of  2000  to  4000  on 
the  state  ticket  which  runs  from  secre- 
tary of  state  downwards,  a  large  major- 
ity of  the  legislature  and  a  gain  of  three 
congressmen.  The  democrats  claim  the 
state  ticket  by  not  less  than  5000. 

This  will  be  the  first  election  in 
Indiana  under  the  new  election  law, 
and  it  will  be  an  expensive  one.  The 
aggregate  cost  of  the  contest  will  be 
fully  8.300,000  while  the  state  will  expend 
fully  $20,000  in  addition.  The  state  has 
furnished  the  sample  ballots  for  posting 
on  the  walls,  1,0()0,0(X)  ballots,  10.0(XI  ink 
pads,  three  metallic  tubes  of  ink  in  each 
of  the 3000  precincts  while  each  election 
board  has  been  furnished  with  three 
copies  of  the  election  law  and  a  like 
number  of  decisions  of  the  supreme 
court  declaring  the  registration  law  in- 
valid. 

The  expense  of  the  members  of  the 
election  board  the  cost  of  the  election 
booths  which  average  $48  in  each  pre- 
cinct and  the  cost  of  printing  county 
and  legislative  tickets,  all  fall  upon  the 
counties. 

Twenty-one  thousand  election  officers 
will  be  employed  today.  This  is  seven 
to  a  precinct  12,000  more  than  under 
the  old  law.  Their  pay  will  vary  from 
$1.50  to  $5  each.

Lincoln,  Neb.,  Nov.  4.— Will  Nebraska 
fall  in  under  the  banner  held  aloft  by 
Maine,  Ohio  and  Kansas,  and  become  a 
prohibition  state.  That  is  one  of  the 
questions  to  be  determined  today.  Votes 
will  be  taken  on  constitutional  amend- 
ments relating  both  to  prohibition  and 
high  license.  The  prohibitionists  have 
made  an  active  campaign.  The  issue  on 
the  state  ticket  is  somewhat  complicated 
by  the  activity  of  the  Farmers'  alliance, 
of  which  John  H.  Powers  is  a  candidate 
for  governor.

WE  LIKE  IT  THOUGH. 

A   Washington   Ranker  Says  Gold    is  Very 

Unwieldy  Currency. 

Washin(;ton,  Nov.  4.— "Do  you   know 
that  gold  is  the  most  unwieldy  of  the 
diflFerent  kinds  of  money  now  in  circula- 
tion?" asked  a  prominent  banker. 
"Why  so?"  was  asked. 
"Because  it  is  not  bankable  without 
careful  scrutiny.    Take  a  greenback,   a 
gold  certificate,  or  a  national-bank  note 
to  your  bank    and    it    is  received    and 
placed  to  your  credit;  not  so  with  gold. 
A  few  days  ago  a  gentleman  brought  to 
our  bank  upwards  of  $3000  in  gold  and 
was  provoked  because  we  would  not  re- 
ceive it  forthwith  and  give  him  credit 
for  the  amount  the    faces  of    the  coin 
represented.    This  we  could  not  do   be- 
cause the  law  requires  that  gold  shall 
be     redeemed     only    at      its      actual 
value.    Coins  carried  in  the    pockets  for 
any  length  of  time  naturally  lose  some- 
thing in  weight  by  abrasion,  but  a    frac- 
tional part  of  a  cent  on  a  SIO  coin,  but  it 
is  los«  nevertheless,    therefore    bankers 
cannot  give  credit  for  such  loss  on  gold 
coin.     In  the  case  in    point,    my    fnend 
took  his  gold  to  the  treasury  department 
and  was  compelled  to  wait  there  an  hour 
before  he  could  get  notes  for    it.    Every 
coin  had  to  be  passed  through  the  scales 
and  after  the  weighing  process  had  been 
finished,  three  pieces  Bad  been  returned 
to  him  as  short  in  weight.    The  depart- 
ment stamped  on  the  face  of  each  a  cross. 
The  owner  is  left  either  to  send  the  coin 
to  the  United  States  mint    for    redemp- 
tion or  again  pass  them  into  circulation.

George  Shinn  Confesses  to  Numerous  Stage 
Robberies  in  California. 

Sacramento,    Cal.,    Nov.    4.— George 
Shinn,  who,  with  Charles  Dorsey,  alias 
Thorn,  escaped  from  San  Quentin  prison 
three  years  ago  and  was  recently  cap- 
tured in  Chicago,  has  made  a  most  start- 
ling   confession.      Friday  night    Shinn 
was  transferred  from  San  Quentin  to 
Folsom  by  Warden  Aull  and  Detective 
Hume.      Yesterday  the  warden   and  de- 
tective interviewed  Shinn  for  over  three 
hours.    He  confessed  that  he  and  Thorn 
returned    to    California    in    1889    and 
camped  on  the  American  river,  about 
three    miles    from    this  city.    This  was 
their    rendezvous,    to    which    they    al- 
ways     returned      after      their      raids. 
He  admits  that  on  the    .31st    of    July, 
1889,  they  stopped  the  stage  from  Milton 
to  Sonora,  and  robbed  the  passengers  of 
$50  and  blew  open  the  Wells-Fargo  treas- 
ure box,  but  found  it  empty.    On  Sept. 
10  of  the  same   jear    they  stopped  the 
stage  between  Quincy  and  Orrville  and 
took  a  gold   bar   worth    68CJ    from    the 
Wells-Fargo  box.    In  April  of  th  is  year, 
they  held  up  the  Forest    Hill    stage    in 
Placer  county  and  robbed  the  passengers. 
Besides  these  robberies  Shinn  confessed 
to  numerous    burglaries,    garroting  and 
robberies  committed  by  him  and  Thorn. 
They  returned  to  Chicago  May    30,   this 
year,  and  he  says  between  that  time  and 
the  date  of  the  capture    they  committed 
something  like  twenty-five  robberies  and 
burglaries  in  the  slate  of  Illinois.     Their 
rendezvous  on  the  American    river    has 
been  found  by  Chief  of    Police    Drew  of 
this  city,  who  hunted  for  it  four    weeks 
before  he  found  it.  He  says  it  is  an  ideal 
robbers'  roost,  and  robbers  could    never 
be  dislodged  from  it.

One  of  guests  who  had  taken 
part  in  the  attempt  to  eject  the  unin- 
vited guest  also  received  a  knife  thrust 
from  the  murderer. 

The  assassin  was  finally  overpowered 
after  desperately  seeking  to  make  his 
escape,  and  was  handed  over  to  the 
police.  All  the  men  concerned  in  the 
affair  were  venders  of  ice  cream.

Minneapolis,  Nov.  5.— [Special  to  The 
Herald.]-- Minneapolis  has  gone  demo 
cratic  all  along  the  line.

What  the  Windy  City  Sheets  Think  of

Of  this  aggregate  Rus- 
sell receives  139  947;  Brackett,  129,802, 
and  Black mer,  13,060. 

For  congressional  districts,  the  certain- 
ties at  3:30  a.  m.were:  First  district,  Ran- 
dall,(rep);  Second,  Morse,(rep);  Third.An- 
drew,(dem):  Fourth,0'Neill,(dem);  Fifth, 
Hoar,  (dem);  Sixth,  Lodge,  (rep);  Sev- 
enth, Cogswell,  (rep);  Eigth,  Stevens, 
(dem);  Twelfth,  Crosby,  (dem);— Four 
republicans  and  five  democrats. 

The  districts  remaing  were  the  Ninth, 
Tenth  and  Eleventh,and  the  results  were 
in  doubt.  The  ninth  district  is  very  close, 
and  the  official  figures  may  be  required 
to  decide.  In  the  Tenth,  Walker,  (rep), 
appears  to  be  elected.  In  the  Eleventh, 
Coolidge,  (dem),  seems  to  be  elected  on  a 
very  close  vote. 

The  governor's  council  stands  7  re- 
publican and  1  democrat. 

Walker  (republican)  is  elected  to  con- 
gress in  the  Tenth  district  by  a  plurality 
of  660. 


Repnblican  Majorty  Probable. 
Des  Moines,  Nov.  5.— The  State  Regis- 
ter this  morning  says:  The  returns  in- 
dicate a  plurality  of  4000  to  10.000  for 
the  republicans.  The  democrats  are 
claiming  the  election,  but  the  republi- 
cans are  holding  to  the  state  and  now 
have  the  barb  wire  fence  around  a  con- 
siderable portion  of  it.

least  it  will  not^o  yet.  Mr.  Leland,  who 
has  been  Mr.  Miller's  head  man  at  the 
mill,  who  has  managed  the  saw  mill 
business  for  many  years,  has  been  quietly 
buying  pine  adjacent  to  Thomson  for 
some  time,  and  now  has  enough  to  run 
the  plant  for  a  few  years.  He  will  start 
up  his  camps  in  a  few  weeks  and  will 
start  the  mill  in  the  spring  for  almost  a 
full  season's  run,  cutting  about  8,000,000 
feet.  As  this  mill  was  Thomson's  only 
industry,  the  news  that  it  is  to  continue 
will  be  good  news  to  Thomsonians. 

The  Cloquet  mills  are  busy  and  will 
keep  sawing  until  stopped  by  ice,  a  little 
later  in  the  month.  Already  ice  bothers 
them  a  little  in  the  morning. 

Nearly  all  mills  on  the  line  of  the  St. 
Paul  &  Duluth  road  have  closed  for  the 
season.  Their  cut  of  181)0  will  be  ahead 
of  any  previous  year. 

Ciiesser  &  Dolph  of  Gladwin,  Mich., 
near  Saginaw,  have  purchased  20,000,- 
000  teet  of  pine  in  the  Duluth  district. 

Tue  Hollister  Lumber  company,  which 
has  just  made  a  purchase  of  2,r)00,000 
of  ^'20  stock  of  C.  Hebard  &  Son,  Pe- 
quaming,  Mich.,  is  composed  in  part  of 
Hallenbeck  &  Gilbert,  who  own  timber 
in  tlie  Duluth  district.  They  manufac- 
tured 5,aX),a)0  feet  of  lumber  at  Duluth 
this  season,  and  will  put  in  5,0fK),000  feet 
of  logs  the  coming  winter. 

The   Ashland  correspondent    of    The 
Northwestern   Lumberman     writes     as 
follows:     Agent  Leahy  had  this  to  say: 
"During  the  last  three    years    no    allot- 
mertehave  been  made  to  the  Indians  of 
this  agency.    On  all   these   reservations, 
except  Grand  Portage,  there  are  enough 
agrujultural  lands  to  supply  all   the    In- 
dians with  farms.     Where  the   best  soil 
is  found  the  ground  is  covered  by  a  thick 
growth  of  timber,    including   hard   and 
Boft  maple,  ash,  birch  and  yellow   birch, 
elm,  pine  and  other    less  important  va- 
rieties.     Where  allotments    are    made, 
and  the  alio  tee   is  .permitted  to  sell  the 
timber,    the    government  should  adopt 
such  measurew    as  will  protect  the  In- 
diau   from   the  consequences  of  his   ig- 
norance and  inexperience.    The  experi- 
ence of  this  agency  shows  that  but  few 
Indians    have    made    <,'ood    use  of    the 
money    secured    from  the  sale  of  their 
timber.    The  money  has  been  wasted  for 
whit^ky  and  trities,    and    gamblers  and 
thieves  have  reaped  a  rich  harvest  while 
it  lasted.    It  is  the  duty  of  the  govern- 
ment     to     manage      the     funds      re- 
ceivetl      for      the      sale      of       timber 
for      the      benefit      of      the      allotee, 
to  see  that  the   money   is  expended  in 
clearing  a  few   acres  for  cultivation,  in 
building  houses   thereon,   in  furnishing 
necessary  farming  utensils  and   in   pro- 
vitling  himself  and   his  family   with   a 
supply  of  suitable  clothing  as  it   may  be 
needed   from  time  to  time.    The  pine 
timber  should  be  sold,  as  it   is  liable   to 
great  loss  every    year  from  winds  and 
firee.      The    old    cboppings     scattered 
through  these  forests  give  rise  to  great 
forest   fires,    which    frequently   destroy 
great    quantities    of    valuable    timber. 
There  have  been  to  date  27,4:39.7*. t  acres 
alloted  on   the  Bad     river    reservation, 
2,.>3.j.91  on  the  Red  Cliff,  :}7,582.4r)  on  the 
Court  Oreilles,  7,800.75  on  the   Fond   du 
Lsc  and  7,080.G2  on  the  Lac  du  Flam- 
beau, in  all  82,488.22  acres.     I  had  hoped 
that  the  Indians  could  busy  themselves, 
and  derive  a  considerable  revenue  out  of 
their    allotments    this   winter,    but  the 
complaint  of  the  Flambeau   chiefs,   and 
the    investigation    which   is    to    follow, 
make  that  impossible."

Within  three  months  much  will  be 
known  as  to  the  extent  of  the  Aticokan 
inm  range.

A  MISSIONARY  REPORT. 

Gives  8ome  Idea  of  the   Maj^uitiule   of  the 
Work. 

Boston,  Nov.  .j.— According  to  are 
port  just  issued  by  the  board  of  mana- 
gers of  the  American  Baptist  Missionary 
union  the  expenses  of  that  organization 
will  be  increased  by  $120,000  during  the 
fiscal  year  ending  on  May  1  next.  Of 
this  amount  150,000  is  charged  to  the 
decline  of  the  value  of  American 
exchange  in  Asia,  a  result  of  the  silver 
bill. 

The  union  is  sending  out  a  reinforce- 
ment of  sixty  missionaries  a  larger  num- 
ber than  in  any  previous  year,  and  this 
will  add  over  $70,000  to  the  annual  ex- 
penditure. 

A  party  of  fourteen  male  and  female 
missionaries  arrived  in  London  last 
week  en  route  for  Purma  from  whence 
they  Will  be  distributed  thoughout  India. 
Among  others  are  Miss  Gertrude  Clinton 
of  Alton,  Illinois,  who  goes  to  the  Bap- 
tist college  at  Rangoon;  Dr.  William 
Dring  and  wife  of  McPherson,  Kansas 
and  Miss  Laura  A.  Amy  of  Minneapolis, 
who  are  en  route  for  Assan  whence  they 
will  go  respectively  to  Tura  and  New 
gong.  Eight  missionarieSjhusbands  and 
wives,  are  now  en  route  to  the  Telugu 


mission  in  India.  Among  them  are  the 
Rev.  P.  M.  Johnson  and  wife  of 
Louisberg,  Mo. 

The  steamer  China  for  Yokohama  has 
on  board  eleven  missionaries.  Several 
of  those  have  left  their  wives  or  children 
in  the  United  States  until  they  can  pre- 
pare a  home.

The     Government's     Plan     for 
Boston's  Fortifications. 


A  TREMENDOUS  WORK  TO  RE  DONE. 


Big   Guns    and    Concealed     Forts    to 

Dot     the     Islands     in    the 

Harbor. 


Boston,  Nov.  5.— Boston,  so  the  war 
department  has  decided,  is  to  become  a 
fortified  port.  The  plan  laid  out  involves 
the  expenditure  of  |11,()00,(X)0.  The 
principal  points  of  fortitications  will  be 
Nahant,  Grovers  Cliff,  Deer  Island,  Long 
Island  head,  Fort  Warren  and  Nan- 
tasket.  The  armament  recommended  by 
the  board  of  fortitications  is  to  consist  of 
forty-seven  breech  loading  rifles,  128 
rifled  mortars,  eighteen  torpedo  boats 
and  as  many  submarine  mines. 

On  the  high  land  in  Wmthrop,  back 
of  Grovers  Cliff,  three  batteries  will  be 
built,  one  containing  three  12-inch 
breech-loading  rifles  and  two  of  12-inch 
mortars,  sixteen  in  all.  The  mortar  bat- 
teries will  be  the  same  as  those  of  Na- 
hant. The  12-inch  rifles  will  be  mounted 
on  hydraulic  lifts. 

The  batteries  on  Deer  island  will  be 
among  the  heaviest  in  the  harbor.  They 
will  consist  of  two  10  inch  rifles  mounted 
m  revolving  turrets,  five  of  8-inch  rifles 
on  "disappearing  carriages,"  and  thirty- 
two  12  inch  mortars  in  two  batteries  of 
16  inches  each. 

Lovell's  island  will.be  fortified  by  four 
guns  of  great  power,  two  16-inch  rifles 
mounted  in  turrets  at  the  northern  end 
of  the  island,  and  two  15-inch  pneu- 
matic guns  able  to  fire  ten  rounds  of 
shell,  containing  500  pounds  of  explo- 
sive, in  forty  minutes,  at  the  southern 
end. 

On  Gallop's  island  will  be  mounted 
two  IG-iuch  breech-loading  guns  in  tur- 
ret forts.  In  the  fort  at  the  east  end  of 
Long  Island  head  will  be 
placed  five  10-inch  rifles  weigh- 
ing 30  tons  each.  Paddocks  island 
will  have  a  battery  of  sixteen  12-inch 
mortars,  which  throw  a  610-pound  pro- 
jectile five  miles.  Nantasket  will  Ije 
strongly  fortified  by  two  batteries  of 
rifled  guns,  each  mounting  three  12-inch 
and  four  10-inch  breech-loaders. 

Concealed  on  Little  Hog  island  will  be 
a  battery  of  sixteen  12- inch  mortars,  and 
in  remodeled  Fort  Warren  five  8-iDch 
guns  on  disappearing  carriages,  and  five 
10-inch  rifles  in  armored  casemate. 


NICKEL   STEEL    FOR    GUNS- 

Great    Advantages    Claimed    for  the  New 

Metal  %Vhea  I  »ed  for  Fowlins;  Pieces. 

As  an  indication  of  the  variety  of  uses 
to  which  nickel  steel  may  be  applied  the 
fact  is  cite!  that  the  manager  of  Wil- 
liam Jessop  &  Sons'  Crucible  Steel 
works  at  Sheflield,  England,  had  a  pair 
of  gun  barrels  made  from  the  combina- 
tion metdl.  with  a  large  proportion  of 
nickel,  and  put  up  as  an  ordinary 
twelve-bore  fowling  piece.  The  gun  was 
fitted  by  an  eminent  firm  of  gun  makers 
in  London  and  William  Jessop  shot  with 
it  during  the  greater  part  of  an  entire 
shooting  season  with  most  satisfactory 
results.  Previously  a  single  gun  had 
been  tested  by  the  gunmakers  to  de- 
struction. 

The  ordinary  test  of  a  gun  barrel  for  a 
twelve-bore  gun  is  something  like  this: 
In  practice  they  use  three  drams  of 
powder  and  one  ounce  of  shot,  but  in 
testing  they  go  up  to  four  or  five  drams 
of  powder  and  an  ounce  and  a  half  of 
shot.  Nine  tests  were  carried  out  on 
this  gun  barrel.  The  ninth  test  con- 
tained fifteen  drams  of  powder,  three 
and  a  half  ounces  of  shot  and  double 
wadding.  The  gun  barrel  burst,  but  not 
in  the  real  sense  of  the  word,  for  it 
merely  opened  and  laid  out  flat.  The 
gunmakers,  who  are  noted  for  having 
made  superior  class  guns  for  a  quarter 
of  a  century,  informed  Mr.  Hall  that 
never  in  their  experience  had  they  seen 
or  imagined  such  a  piece  of  material. 

THE    UNNECESSARIES     ADVANCE 

DruBS   Have  Gone  up  on  Account    of   the 
Tariff. 

Chicago,  Nov.  5. — It  is  expected  that 
the  wholesale  price  of  ales  will  be  ad- 
vanced by  the  domestic  and  Canadian 
brewers  having  a  trade  in  this  city,  as  a 

result  of  the  increased  duties  on  barley, 
malt  and  hops.  An  advance  of  20  per 
cent  has  already  been  made  by  the 
brewers  of  New  York,  New  Jersey  and 
Connecticut. 

Limburger  cheese  has  advanced  20  per 
cent,  and  so  did  the  prices  of  French 
peas,  imported  potted  meats  and  other 
delicacies  made  across  the  water.  The 
figures,  wholesale  and  retail,  on  nearly 
all  classes  of  drugs  have  gone  up,  the 
advances  ranging  from  5  to  00  per  cent. 

is'ew  Chicago  Church. 

Chicago,  Nov.  5. — The  corner  stone  of 
the  new  Baptist  church,  to  be  erected 
by  the  First  Baptist  church,  of  which 
the  Rev.  Dr.  P.  S.  Henson  is  pastor,  was 
formally  laid  today.  The  interesting 
fact  in  connection  with  the  structure  is 
that  it  will  be  of  the  stones  that  once 
formed  a  portion  of  the  old  university  of 
Illinois,  which  stood  on  the  grounds 
donated  by  Stephen  A.  Douglas. 

A  Northwestern  Wreck. 

Beloit,  Wis.,  Nov.  5.— The  passenger 
train  on  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern 
road  was  wrecked  yesterday.  Fireman 
Walsh  was  instantly  killed  and  Engineer 
Egan  was  badly  injured.  The  coaches 
were  badly  smashed,  but  no  passen- 
gers were  seriously  injured.  The  accident 
was  caused  by  an  unlocked  switch. 


Chicago   Enterprise. 

Chicago,  Nov.  5. — The  vote  of  the  city 
was  practically  unanimous  in  favor  of 
adding  to  the  fund  already  guaranteed 
15,000,000  by  the  issue  of  city  bonds  and 
by  the  means  of  the  South  park  bonds 
$500,000  more;  making  the  total  guaran- 
tee at  present  $10,500,000. 

Grand  Jury  In  St.  Louis. 

St.  Lolls,  Nov.  5. — The  state  grand 
jury  has  handed  in  a  sweeping  denun- 
ciation of  the  whole  grand  jury  system 
and  called  for  its  abolition.  The  report 
declared  the  grand  jury  a  superfluous 
adjunct  to  criminal  jurisprudience  and 
asserted  that    in  most    cases  it    hinders 


and  delays  the  administration  of  justice 
while  it  affords  the  members,  when  so 
inclined,  the  opportunity  to  gratify 
malice  or  to  blacken  the  reputation  of 
reputable  men.

She  is  now 
having  constructed  a  private  chapel,  the 
interior  being  of  exquisitely  carved 
woods,  with  magnificent  stained  glass 
windows.  Pending  its  completion,  di- 
vine services  are  weekly  held  in  the 
drawing-room  of  the  castle. 

It  is  officially  announced  that  the 
Queen  has  informed  Lord  Salisbury  that 
she  does  not  feel  equal  to  the  task  of 
opening  parliament  in  person.  The 
Queen  will  arrive  at  Windsor  from  Bal- 
moral, Nov.  22,  and  the  council  for  the 
speech  will  be  held  on  the  following  day.

A  more  mixed  up  mess  than  the  elec- 
tion returns  received  up  to  noon  couldn't 
be  made.  Nobody  seemed  to  be  able  to 
tell  anything  about  results,  and  all  the 
fin©  haired  calculations  of  yesterday 
were  set  at  naught  by  evident  results. 

At  the  republican  headquarters,  claims 
were  made  of  Mernam's  election,  and  at 
the  rooms  of  the  democracy  the  same 
claims  were  made  for  Wilson.  St.  Paul 
telegrams  stated  that  Comstock  was 
elected  to  congress;  Whiteman's  tele- 
grams from  the  western  part  of  the  state 
Elainly  showed,  so  democrats  said,  that 
e  had  more  tnan  a  fighting  chance. 
Alliance  people  say  they  are  more  than 
pleased  with  the  result,  and  make  the 
statement  that  the  next  election  will 
give  them  an  even  chance  with  both  the 
old  line  parties,  with  chances  in  their 
favor. 

All  the  forenoon  "What  do  you  know?" 
was  asked  by  everyone,  and  no  one  waa 
able  to  answer.  Said  one  of  tne  repub- 
lican county  comm;ttee  men:  "Indica-  i 
tions  point  to  the  election  of  Merriam  by 
a  small  plurality.  Comstock  is  probably 
elected,  but  the  actual  result  will  not  be 
known  until  we  hear  from  the  other 
counties  of  the  district." 

The  result  from  other  states  is  a  dis- 
appointment, of  course,  to  republicans, 
but  most  of  them  look  at  the  matter 
from  a  practical  standpoint.  "There  is 
no  question  but  the  McKinley  bill  was 
the  cause  of  our  defeat,"  said  a  promi- 
nent republican.  "But  I  firmly  believe 
that  the  cause  of  our  defeat  at  this  elec- 
tion will  be  tbe  cause  of  a  victory  in 
1891.  When  the  practical  workings  of 
the  bill  are  made  apparent  workmen 
will  see  for  themselves  the  great  benefit 
the  measure  is  to  them." 

Up  to  12:30  but  little  business  was 
done  in  the  city.  The  Board  of  Trade 
waa  quiet,  prices  being  down  because  of 
the  uncertain  results  of  the  election.  At 
the  headquarters  of  the  republicans,  the 
democracy  and  the  alliance  any  number 
of  business  men  have  been  gathered,  all 
waiting  for  definite  results.  Elejtion  is 
the  one  sule  topic  of  conversation,  and  all 
other  matters  are  at  a  standstill. 

Complete  returns  on  the  county  ticket 
have  not  been  received  at  either  of  the 
party  headquarters,  and  as  some  of  the 
judges  have  sealed  their  reports  in  the 
boxe8,it  is  not  probable  that  th^y  will  be 
known  until  the  otlicial  canvass  is 
made  by  the  county  commissioners.  At 
the  republican  headquarters,  however, 
returns  from  all  but  three  precincts  in 
the  county  give  Merriam,  H442;  Wilson. 
2144;  Ovven,  1259;  Pinkham,  22. 
giving  Merriam  a  plurality  of 
1298.  The       remaining       precincts 

will  not  change  their  figures  more 
than  150  either  way.  The  precincts 
heard  from  give  Judge  Ensign  about 
15()0  votes.

So    Says   Stanley    Standing     on    America's 

Shores;    Notliios  »»  to  tl>e  Kear- 

ffuard    and  Bartelott. 

New  \ork,  Nov.  6.— The  big  Teutonic, 
with  H.  M.  Stanley,  wife  and  party  on 
board,  passed  quarantine  at  8  o'clock 
this  morning,  but  the  fog  was  so  dense 
that  it  took  the  big  liner  two  hours  to 
come  up  the  bay.  At  quarantine,  M«j. 
Pond,  manager  of  Stanley's  tour,  Col. 
Thomas  A.  Knox,  Edward  Quintard  and 
Col.  Findley  Anderson,  of  the  New 
York  Herald,  who  accompanied  Stanley 
on  bi.s  first  African  expedition  to  find 
Livingston,  went  on  board  and  found  the 
r-arty. 

Mr.  Stanley  was  overjoyed  to  meet  his 
friends,  and  especially  Col.  Anderson. 
Col.  Anderjon,  in  a  brief  speech,  wel- 
comed Mr.  Stanley  to  America. 

In  reply  Mr.  Stanley  said:  "Col.  An- 
derson, I  thank  you  from  my  heart  for 
your  kind  wehrome  to  my  horns.  This  is 
a  far  different  day  from  the 
one  twenty  -  three  years  ago, 
when  I  sailed  away  from  the 
harbor  of  New  York  to  report  to  youjin 
London.  I  am  delighted  to  return  for 
the  third  time  for  a  visit  to  a  land  and 
people  to  whose  influence  and  hospital- 
ity I  am  deeply  indebted.  Although  I 
have  been  absent  so  long,  I  am  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States  you  know,  and  I 
am  glad  to  feel  that  I  am  a  citizen  of 
this  country,  but  I  must  go  and  come 
whenever  and  wherever  duty  calls  me 
Here  I  am  again  back  from  the  gloom  of 
a  country  that  was  much  unknown  to 
to  the  one  that  is  glory  and  light  of  the 
world. 

Mr.  Stanley  was  asked  to  say  some- 
thing about  the  rearguard  troubles  and 
the  stand  the  London  papers 
have  taken  on  it  since  Mr.  Stanley's  de- 
parture from  England.  "I  do  not  wish 
to  say  much  about  it  yet,  and  have  not 
read  the  London  papers  carefully 
enough  to  express  my  opinion.

MASOyiC  TEMPLE. 

Imposing:     Ceremonies    Incident    to  Ldty- 

ing    the    Corner    Stone  of   a   Noble 

Structure. 

Chicago,  Nov.  6.— The  corner  stone  of 
one  of  the  grandest  edifices  of  th« 
Masonic  order  was  laid  this  afternoon 
with  solemn  and  impressive  exercises. 
The  structure  is  to  occupy  one-thif^d  of 
a  block  at  the  intersection  of  Staty  and 
Randolph  streets.  It  will  have  a  front- 
age of  120x170  feet  depth  and  will  be 
twenty  stories  in  height;  the  total  height 
from  the  sidewalk  to  the  upper  oornic» 
being  275  feet.  The  two  lower  stories 
will  be  of  granite  and  those  above  erf 
ashen  gray  brick  and  terra  cotta. 

The  structure  will  have  a  large  in- 
terior court  lined  with  white  marble. 
Besides  several  hundred  offices,  it  will 
have  upwards  of  100  lodge  rooms,  some 
of  them  having  a  seating  capacity  of 
1000.  The  cost  of  the  structure  will  be 
in  the  neighborhood  of  $2,000,000,  and  it 
is  to  be  completed  for  dedication  on  Maj 
1, 1892.  It  will  have  fifteen  elevators, 
with  the  capacity  of  carrying  40,000  pas- 
sengers daily.  On  the  roof  there  will  be 
located  a  pavilion  garden,  a  mammoth 
restaurant  and  an  all  day  orchestra. 
The  floors  of  the  building  will  be 
given  appropriate  names,  such  as  Chi- 
cago avenue,  Boston  street,  Broadway, 
etc.  The  main  drill  hall  will  be  large 
enough  to  drill  a  battalion  of  2000. 

The  exercises  today  were  preceded  by 
one  of  the  largest  and  most  imposing 
processions  of  the  Masonic  fraternity 
that  has  been  seen  in  the  West.  Nearly 
forty  lodges  were  in  line,  while  harmony 
was  furnished  by  fifteen  bands  of  music. 
The  brethren  were  attired  in  dark 
clothes  and  hats  with  white  gloves  and 
aprons,  each  wearing  the  collar  and 
jewel  of  his  office,  the  lodge  furniture 
being  carried  at  the  head  of  each  de- 
tachment. 

On  arriving  at  the  site  of  the  temple, 
the  Knights  Templar  formed  in  a  hollow 
square.  Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Rev. 
H.  W.  Thomas,  grand  chaplain,  and 
while,  with  the  usual  impressive  exer- 
cise.9,  the  stone  was  lowered  into  place, 
the  choir  of  the  Oriental  Consistory  sang 
an  ode  written  for  the  occasion. 

The  oration  was  delivered  by  Mayor 
Cregier,  grand  orator.  Before  the  stone 
was  lowered  into  place,  an  iron  box  con- 
taining many  documents  and  papers  was 
inserted  in  the  aperture.

Lord  Chief  Justice   of  £ng:land    Suddenly 
and  Severely  111. 

London,  Nov.  6.— Much  excitement 
was  caused  in  the  Queen's  bench  divis- 
ion of  the  high  court  of  justice  today  by 
the  sudden  illness  of  Lord  Coleridge, 
lord  chief  justice  of  England.  His  lord- 
ship had  heard  a  case  in  his  private 
room,  and  though  he  had  complained  he 
was  able  to  give  a  decision  in  the  matter. 

Directly  afterward  he  was  seized  with 
an  apoplectic  or  paralytic  stroke.  The 
nearest  doctor  was  in  Chancery  lane, 
close  to  the  law  courts,  and  he  was 
hastily  summoned  to  attend  his  lordship. 
Other  messengers  were  dispatched  to 
Lord  Coleridge's  residence  and  Ladv 
Coleridge  proceeded  instantly  to  the 
court  to  render  what  assistance  she 
could  to  her  stricken  husband.  Doctors 
declare  that  his  condition  is  most  crit- 
ical.

Heat  of  a  Saw  Seared  Blood  Vessel  Prevent- 
ing: Bleeding:. 

Corning,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  6.— William  Min- 
ick,  em  ployed  at  Head's  saw  mill,  ten 
miles  from  this  place,  was  at  work  in  the 
pit  of  the  underneath  the  rapidly  revolv- 
ing saw.  In  rising  he  was  caught  by 
the  saw.  The  saw  cut  through  his  flesh 
to  the  ribs  from  the  right  shoulder 
across  to  the  left,  and  cut  of  the  left  arm 
at  the  shoulder.  Dr.  H.  C.  May  was 
called,  and  he  was  surprised  that  there 
had  been  no  flow  of  blood  from  the  ter- 
rible wounds,  and  the  patient  was  ap- 
parently sufferi6g  but  little.

Government    to  Establish    it  For  the 

New   Company;  Dog  Trains 

and  Sledge  Boats. 


Advertieements  are  being  published 
calling  for  bids  for  a  new  mail  route  out 
of  Duluth  that  will  demand  of  the  euc- 
ceBsful  applicant  a  need  of  courage  and 
skill,  daring  and  endurance,  far  above 
the  avernge  and  enough  to  well  tit  him 
for  a  cruise  in  Arctic  waters.  It  is  only 
a  short  trip,  from  Grand  Portage  on  the 
Noith  Shore  to  Isle  Roy  ale,  but  must  be 
made  weekly  across  thirty    miles    of  ice 

hummocks,  floating  ice  or  open  freezing 
water. 

The  successful   bidder   is  to  provide 
himself    with    dog    trains    and    sledge 
boats,  the  latter  fitted  to  go  through  the 
water   or  over  the   ice  with  equal  ease. 
The  dogs   will   haul   the  sledge  on  ice, 
while   they   will   be    passengers    in   the 
boat.        The      trips      will      be      dan- 
gerous   both     for    men     and    animals, 
probably  a  good  deal  more  so  than  that 
from  Grand  Marais  to    Graod    Portage, 
where  a  dozen  mail   carriers   have   been 
drowned  in  the  past  few  years.     Mail  is 
to  go  by  rail  and  carrier  from  Duluth  to 
(xrand  Marais,  theoce  by  carrier  to  Grand 
Portage,  thence  across  by  the  new  route. 
Mail  has  never  been  regularly  carried 
to  Isle  Royale  heretofore,   and  only   the 
enterprises  of  the  English  company  that 
ib  developing  the    island   demands   mail 
tiervice    now.    The    comi)any    will    this 
winter  employ  a  large  number  of  men  all 
over    the    island,    cutting   and  grading 
roads,  clearing  for  the  tine  hotel  to   be 
built,  and    carrying    forward    the  pros- 
pects for  copper  that  have  been  success- 
fully pushed  this  year.      Besides    these 
employes  of  the  big  company,  the  island 
will  this  winter  have  a  resident  popula- 
tion of  the  100    or    less  tishermen,    wbo 
every  summer    and    fall    make  it   head- 
qu.irters.      Heretofore   those    fishermen 
have  wintered  in  Duluth  and   along  the 
norih  shore,    but    ttiey  will    this  season 
keep  boarding  jilaces    for    the  workmen 
and  miners  on  the  island.

When  inter 
viewed  on  the  subject  Mr.  Wheeler  said: 
"The    people    who    manage    the    Weed 
ought    not    to    own    a    boat.    The    ac- 
cident     \vas     wholly    due    to   careless- 
ness     on      the    part    of    their    officers. 
The  flour  was   loaded   into  the  forward 
part  of  the  boat,  and  in  order  to  trim  the 
vessel  it  was  necessary  to  till  one  of  her 
after  tanks.      They  tilled  the  last  one. 
Now  this  tank  was  never  intended  to  be 
tilled  for   trimming  the  vessel.       It    has 
holes  in   the   top,  and  was   placed  there 
for    the    purpose    of    securing    a  bilge 
drain.     Their  engineer  knew  of  this  fact, 
and  the  only  way   I  can  explain  their 
allowing    this    tank    to    be    filled  with 
water    is    that   somebody  got  badly  rat- 
tled."   It  remains  to  be  added  that  the 
Weed  was    accepted    and    paid  for  after 
she  had  completed  her  first  round  trip. 

Ashland  papers  state  that  ore  carriers 
have  been  very  scarce    for  a    week,  and 
the  shipments    accordingly    are    not  so 
large  as  usual.    The  ore  has  t  een  piling 
up  at  the    ilocks.    There    are    probably 
20,t'00  tons  on  hand    at    ihe    Wisconsin 
Central  dock,  and  the  Lake  Shore  docks 
are  also  well  filled.    The   widely  quoted 
statement  that  the  Norrie  minehadquit 
shipping    18    alx>ut     as     inaccurate    as 
the  other  statement  that  it  had  sent  out 
1,000.000    tons      «f      ore     this    season. 
The  Norrie  mine  is  shipping  several  hun- 
dred cars  daily,  and  may  possibly,  by  the 
end  of  the  season,  reach  a  total   of    900,- 
0(X)  tons.     The  Windsor  and   Brotherton 
Gogebic  range  mines  will  ship   no    more 
thi^  season,  and  the    Ashland    will   quit 
shipping  on  the  lOth    inst.      The    total 
season's  shipments  from  Ashland   docks 
to  Nov.  1    are    just    past    the  2,000,000 
mark;  of  the  Lake  Superior   region  only 
a  little  less  than  8,000,000  tons.

A  Large  Buffalo  Grain  Elevator 
Goes  up  In  Smoke. 


Cflill  mo  OATS  OOT  Of  THE  VISIBLE. 


Platform    Falls   on  Chicago  Work- 
ingmen;  Other  Fires  and 
Casualties. 


Buffalo,  Nov.  6.— At  2  o'clock  this 
morning  tire  was  discovered  in  the  C.  J. 
Wells  elevator,  corner  Ohio  and  Indiana 
streets.  The  tlutnes  started  in  the  east 
tower  of  the  elevator  from  an  e.xplosion 
which  was  loud  enoutrh  to  wake  up  hun- 
dreds of  people  who  live  in    the  vicinity. 

In  the  shortest  time  possible,  the  va- 
rious boats  which  lay  alongside  the 
elevator  were  gotten  out  of  the  way. 
About  twenty  minutes  after  the  tiames 
had  started  the  walls  began  to  fall.  On 
the  north  were  four  L*ackawanna  freight 
cars.     These  were  buried  in  the    debris. 

The  elevator  was  almost  full.  It  holds 
about  3r)0,(.)00  bushels  and  there  were 
about  •i^.KXOOO  bushels  in  it. 

At  3:40o'cloc«r  the  tire  had  worked  its 
way  into  thi  rear  of  tde  four-sto-y  Mill 
house  connected  with  the  Wells  and  at  4 
o'clock  was  under  control. 

Sparks  set  tire  to  the  roof  of  Farror  & 
Tretf's  boiler  shop  and  the  boiler  shop  of 
Mr.  Riter  and  a  row  of  buildings  ua 
Illinois  street,  which  were  on  tire  stjveral 
times. 

The  tiames  were  contined  to  the  Wells 
elevator,  which  is  entirely  destroyed. 
The  total  loss  is  figured  at  S2.K),CKX),  of 
which  $100,1)00  is  ou  building  andSlijO,000 
on  the  grain.  The  total  insurance  on 
building  is  $80,000.  The  grain  was  fully 
insured.

And  Frec-ipitated    H  tuitli-eil:^   to  Death  and 
Injury. 

Chicago,  Nov.  »;.  A  platform,  upon 
which  was  standing  a  number  of  em- 
ployes of  Lyon  &,  Henly'srauaical  instru- 
ment factory,  collapsed  and  instantly 
killed  Wm.  Tishondortf;  seriously  in- 
jured Dora  GitFord,  Wm.  McDaniels, 
Henry  Rjdline,  John  Steel  and  John 
Kohier. 

Some  time  ago  the  employes  of  the 
factory,  aix)ut  '.iJO  in  all,  arranged  to 
have  their  photographs  taken,  and  em- 
ployed a  carpenter  to  construct  a  tem- 
porary si'ige  for  *Jiem  to  occupy.  When 
the  employes  hail  taken  their  positions 
on  the  platform  it  gave  way.  The  hun- 
tlreds  of  men  and  women  were  thrown  in 
a  mass,  and  taose  woo  escaped  without 
broken  bones  sutfered  painful  bruises 
and  scratches. 


BRAZILIAN    MATTERS. 

The  ex- Emperor  Will  Probably  not  be  Al- 
lowed to  Keturu. 

New  York,  Nov.  6. — A  cable  from 
Paris  yesterday  stated  that  the  ex-Em- 
peror of  Brazil  had  forwarded  a  com 
munication  to  the  government  intimat- 
ing his  desire  to  return  to  his  country  to 
spend  the  remainder  of  his  days  as  a  pri- 
vate citizen,  and  pledging  himeelf  to  en- 
gage in  no  intrigue  or  Hgitation  tending 
to  promote  the  restoration  of  the  mon- 
archy. 

The  tenor  of  private  advices  are  all  to 
the  effect  that,  even  in  advance  of  the 
coming  session  of  Brazilian  congress,  it 
had  been  practically  decided  that  none 
of  the  members  of  the  Imperial  family 
would  be  allowed  to  return.  It  is  prob- 
able, however,  that  the  viscount  of  Oure 
Pri»te,  prime  minister  under  the  empire, 
his  brother  Atfooso  Celso,  late  president 
of  the  Rio  de  Janerio,  and  ^Iveric  Mar- 
tins of  Rio  Grand  de  Sul,  will  be  re- 
called and  their  confiscated  estates  re- 
stored to  them. 

It  is  the  prevalent  opinion  in  Brazil 
that,  while  the  republic  is  safe  and  has 
more  to  fear  from  internal  troubles  in 
the  republican  party  than  from  any  pos- 
sible machinations  on  the  part  of  the  de- 
posed monarch,  it  would  scarcely  be 
prudent  to  permit  Dom  Pedro  to  re- 
turn. 

In  the  new  congress  which  assembles 
next  week,  there  are  less  than  uweiity 
members  who  occupied  seats  under  the 
monarchy,  and  the  government  has  an  I 
overwhelming  mftj')rity.  The  Catholic 
ticket  is  beaten,  receiving  less  than  4000 
votes  iu  the  state  of  San  Paulo,  where 
the  government  received  an  absolute 
majority  of  40,00(>  votes.  The  archbishop 
of  Bahia,  the  Very  Rev.  D.  Antonie,  was 
defeated  for  senator  of  Bahia,  the  suc- 
cessful contestant  being  Counsellor 
Saraivo,  who  was  at  one  time  prime 
minister  under  Dom  Pedro. 

Another  of  the  leading  members  in 
the  new  congress  is  Saldanha  ,Marinho, 
a  veteran  republican  leader,  and  for 
many  years  grand  mflsterof  the  Masonic 
order.  It  is,  therefore,  doubtful  whether 
a  motion  to  sanction  the  return  of  the 
ex-emoeror  would  receive   a  dozen  votes

HOLD  THE  FORT. 

Stalwart  republicans  don't  cry  over 
Bpilt  milk  or  try  to  explain  away  defeats 
by  flimsy  or  malignant  pretexts.  It  is 
patent  that  a  considerable  part  of  the 
party  was  not  ready  to  stand  by  the  new 
tariff  legislation,  and  that  many  in  the 
border  states,  at  least,  were  set  against 
the  policy  of  the  federal  election  bill 
It  is  the  part  of  common  sense  for  the 
party  therefore  to  abide  the  present  ver- 
dict without  vain  repining  and  wait  for 
the  new  legislation  to  vindicate  iteelf  as 
it  surely  will.  One  thing  is  certain.  It 
demoralizes  a  party  to  stand  sti  !1  more 
than  it  does  to  go  ahead,  even  at  the 
rink  of  a  temporary  theck  and  reverse. 

If    the    policy    of    protection    is  the 
right        one        for        this         country 
and     sure     to      win      in      the     long 
run,  as  The  Herald  for  one  feels  certain, 
it  is  the  policy  to  hold  to  unwaveringly. 
The    recent    tarilT    legislation    was  the 
logical  extension  of  this    policy,    and  in 
the  main,  as  Senator   Davis  aflirms,    the 
most  consistent  and    thorough   plan  of 
protection  which  lias  ever  been  enacted 
in  this  rountry.     It  is  now  on    trial,  and 
it  is  assured  of  a  sutticient  term    of  trial, 
we    thmk,    despite      the    snap  popular 
verdict  and  kicks.

When  a  new 
law  has  been  fairly    tried    and    is   con- 
demned upon  actual  trial  by  the  voice  of 
the  people,  it  should    be    repealed    with 
proper  advance  notice  and   not  till  then.

protection  was  supported  and  advocated 
lor  local  interests,  but  not  for  outside  in- 
terests,   and    it  was  a  question  of  limit 
»nd  measure  not  of  extinction.     In  the 
South    moreover,    the    federal    election 
question  was  the    paramount    one,    and 
the  verdict  was  against  what  the   repub- 
Kcan  party  had  in  mind  to  do  more  than 
against  what  it  had  done.      Nor  was  the 


granger  votes  in  the  race  as  well   as  re- 
publican, and  till  the  collection  is  count- 
ed   nobody    can    tell    for     a    certainty 
whether  the  tail  will   wag  the  head  or 
the   head,  the  tail.

10  BE  BUILT  AT  WEST 


News  of  the  Day  at    West    Duluth    and 
the  West  End  of  the 
City. 


Tbe  contract  for  the  piling  for  the 
Mitchell  &  McClure  mill  dock  was  let 
this  morning  to  Erickson,  the  West  Su- 
perior contractor.  His  bid  was  115,000. 
Work  will  begin  at  once  on  driving  the 
piles  near  the  shore,  but  deep  water  will 
not  be  attempted  until  ice  forms. 

This  is  one  of  the  largest  piling  con- 
tracts ever  made  at  the  head  of  the  lakes. 
The  dock  will  be  30()0  feet  long  and  over 

100  feet  in  width,  and  18,0(X) 
piles  will  be  used  in  its  construction. 
The  head  of  the  dock  will  stand  on  the 
shore  line  south  of  the  Minnesota  Car 
•ompany's  shops,  and  will  extend  but  to 
the  dock  line  near  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth 
drawbridge.  The  job  will  not  be  com- 
pleted l)efore  January  or  February. 

The  Mitchell-McClure  company  has 
already  begun  its  arrangements  for  get- 
ting out  next  year's  logs.  A  contract 
has  just  been  let  to  Thomas  Sullivan, 
whose  men  will  start  for  the  woods 
soon.  About  7,000,0(X)  feet  of  logs  will 
be  taken  out,  and  that  quantity  sawed 
by  the  mill  next  summer.  A  full  cut 
will  not  be  made  as  the  company  only 
wishes  to  get  out  enough  timber  to 
smooth  up  the  mill  during  the  summer 
of  1891. 

Piling  for  the  New  Duluth  Mud  lake 
niils  will  be  done  this  winter.

At  the    meeting  yestsrday    afternoon  | 
the  council  considersd  the  Gas  &  Water  ; 
company's  "guaranty  bill,"  that  is  a  bill  { 
for  extensfons    ordered,    on    which    the 
revenue  had  not  come  up  to  the  require-  j 
ments  of  the  guaranty    of    rentals    sup-  j 
posed  to  have  been    made    by    the    city 
when  the  extensions  were  ordered.     For  I 
the  quarter  ending  Sept.  30,    this    claim 
amounts  to  about  $5000. 

According  to  the  charter  of  the  Gas  A 
Water  company  the  city  guarantees  the 
wjrporation  fifty  cents  water  revenue  per 
lineal  foot  for  all  pipe  ordered  laid  by 
the  city  council.

GOOD    STREET    PAVING- 


What  au  American  Alderoian    Saw  In  Eu- 
rope. 

Detroit  Times:    ''While    in    Europe," 

said  Alderman  Coots,    who    returned  to 

Detroit  last  night  from   a  four  months' 

tour    abroad,  "I  made  good  use  of    my 

time  studying  public  improvements. 
One  thing  I  noticed  particularly  was  the 
way  in  which  the  street  car  tracks  are 
laid.  The  rails  are  about  the  same 
length  as  ours,  but  have  a  standard  some 
eighteen  inches  high,  resting  upon  an 
iron  foundation  which  projects  on  either 
side  of  the  standard  for  a  distance  of 
about  nine  inches.  Upon  the  standard 
is  the  rail  proper,  which  is  perfectly  flat 
with  the  exception  of  a  groove  made  so 
as  to  receive  the  flange  of  the  street  car 
wheel.  The  iron  base  of  the  siandard  is 
placed  in  position  while  the  streets  are 
being  paved.  This,  together  with  the 
standard,  ie  imbedded  in  concrete,  and 
the  rail  comes  flush  with  the  level  of  the 
street,  making  no  break  in  the  pave- 
ment whatever,  exceptiug  the  slight 
groove. 

"The  streets  of  London,  Manchester 
and  Sheffield  are  paved  on  concrete 
founaations.  Wooa  is  most  generally 
used  in  paving.  The  wood  pavement  is 
not  like  that  of  Detroit.  It  is  composed 
of  blocks  ten  inches  long,  eight  inches 
wide  and  six  inches  thick.  These  blocks 
are  carefully  selected  and  if  a  block  is 
eithei  an  eighth  of  an  inch  too  large  or 
t(X)  small  it  is  thrown  out.  They  are  set 
about  about  half  an  inch  apart  the  inter- 
sections being  filled  in  with  cement.  I 
saw  one  piece  of  pavement  torn  up  for 
two  or  threr  blov  kii  vihich  h  d  icen  down 
niae  years,  ths  blocks  having  been  worn 
down  to  three  inches. 

"I  have  always  favored  con  Crete  found- 
ation for  pavements,  and  since  I  have 
been  abroad  I  have  become  convinced 
that  it  is  the  only  foundation  that  should 
be  used  for  any  kind  of  pavement. 

"The  city  of  London  takes  charge  of 
the  public  thoroughfare  from  housestep 
to  housestep.  The  expenses  of  the  first 
walks  and  pavements  are  borne  ,  by  the 
property  owners  and  the  city,  but  after 
that  tbe  city  takes  care  of  them  as  we 
do  our  streets."

Returns  from  all  of  the  precincts  in 
the  county,  with  the  exception  of  the 
vote  on  clerk  of  the  courtp,  have  not  yet 
been  received  as  yet,  and  the  exact 
figures  will  not  be  known  until  the 
official  count  is  made.

A.  Clot  of  Blood  ou  the   Brain    Causes  His 
Death. 

Maurice  Hafey,  the  ex-chief  of  the 
fire  department,  who  had  been  at  St. 
Lukes  hospital  since  last  Sunday,  died 
last  evening  shortly  before  9  o'clock.  It 
had  been  reported  that  he  had  been  ill 
Since  the  recent  unfortunate 
affair  that  led  to  his  removal  from  the 
department,  but  very  few  people  L«elieved 
that  his  condition  was  serious,  and  his 
deatn  was  a  great  surprise  to  all.  For 
thirty-six  hours  before  his  death  he  had 
been  unconscious,  and  his  left  side  had 
Otcuuio  paralyzed. 

Last  evening  about  G  o'clock  he  seemed 
to  rouse  a  little  and  recognizing  Daniel 
Nevy  the  electricuin  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment, bo  reached  out  his  hand.  This 
was  the  last  person  that  he  recognized, 
as  he  almost  immediately  relapsed  into 
unconsciousness  and  his  death  came 
three  hours  later  and  was  apparently 
painless. 

A  post-mortem  examination  was  held 
this  morning  at  Durkan's  morgue.  It 
developed  the  fact  that  a  clot  of  blood 
had  formed  on  the  left  side  of  the  braiu, 
producing  the  paralysis  and  subsequent 
death.  The  other  organs  of  the  body 
were  in  a  healthy  condition. 

The  examination  was  attended  by  a 
large  number  of  physicians  and 
it  proved  most  interesting  to 
them.  Just  what  produced 

the  fatal  clot  is  hard  to  determine.  It 
might  have  resulted  from  the  blow  he 
received  on  the  head  or  from  the  strik- 
ing of  his  head  in  the  fall.  It  is  under- 
stood that  he  sustained  a  fall  at  the  en- 
gine house  a  day  or  two  before  his  alter- 
cation with  McNamara,  and  this  might 
have  produced  the  clot  or  it  might  have 
resulted  from  the  severe  mental  strain 
under  which  he  was  undoubtedly  labor- 
iof  before  and  at  lbs  time  of  the  unfor- 
tunate altercation. 

A  sister,  the  only  near  relative  of  the 
deceased  living,  is  now  on  her  wav  to 
Duluth  from  Columbus,  Ohio.  She  will 
take  the  remains  back  to  Columbus  for 
interment.  An  inquest  will  be  held  by 
Coroner  McComb  tomorrow. 

Hafey  was  a  man  37  years  old,  and 
whatever  may  be  his  faults— and  he  had 
many— he  was  recognized  as  an  excellent 
man  for  the  place  in  Duluth,  which  he 
filled  up  to  last  week.  Hafey  brought 
the  Duluth  tire  department  to  the  front 
rapidly,  and  today  it  is  recognized  as  one 


of  the  best  for  a  city  of  its  size  in  the 
country.  Perhaps  it  is  the  best,  con- 
sidering the  topographical  features  of 
the  place.  He  was  born  at  Norfolk, 
Ind ,  in  1853,  and  when  15  began  life  in 
earnest  as  one  of  a  corps  of  surveyors  in 
Wyoming  and  Nevada,  remaining 
in  that  part  of  the  country 
about  three  years.  He  then  returned 
to  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  worked 
in  machine  shops  and  in  engine  rooms 
both  afloat  and  ashore  until  188G  when 
he  was  engaged  by  the  St.  Paul  city  fire 
department.  In  1887  he  came  to  Du- 
luth to  take  charge  of  the  fire  steamer 
and  new  alarm  system.  The  next  year 
he  was  made  chief  of  the  department 
and  it  is  a  tribute  to  his  ability  that  he 
easily  held  his  place  through  a  change 
in  local  administration  and  after  re- 
peated assaults.

Sedalia,  Mo.,  Nov.  7.— Train  No.  3, 
westbound  on  the  Missouri  Pacific,  was 
wrecked  by  train  robbers  three  miles 
east  of  Otterville  near  the  notorious  rob- 
bers cut  at  2:40  this  morning.  The 
train  consisted  of  seven  coaches,  includ- 
ing mail,  express  ane  baggage.  The  rob- 
bers had  removed  spikes,  bolts  and  fish 
plates  for  a  distance  of  three  rail  lengths 
and  placed  crowbars  under    the  rails  so 

that  they  would  spread. 

When  the  engine  touched  the  loosened 
rails  it  jumbed  the  track  and  broke 
loose  from  the  tender  and  ran  fifty  feet 
on  the  ties  and  turned  over.  Fireman 
Lyon  jumped  and  escaped  injury.  Engi- 
neer Jghn  Boyd  stuck  to  his  post  and 
received  a  severe  wound  on  the  back  of 
his  head,  and  had  his  hand  badly  cut. 
The  tender  turned  across  the  track 
throwing  the  mail  car  thirty  feet  to  the 
side  of  the  track.  There  were 
four  postal  clerks  in  the 
car  and  all  were  slightly  injured.  G.  D. 
McCarty,  one  of  them,  received  a  severe 
injury  to  his  right  leg.  The  beiggage  and 
express  cars  were  completely  wrecked. 
The  smoker,  which  was  tilled  with  pas- 
sengers, was  turned  upside  down  and  the 
car  was  badly  smashed.  Strange  to  say, 
not  one  of  the  cccupants  was  seriously 
injured.  The  two  chair  cars  jumped  the 
track  but  did  not  turn  over.  The  Pull- 
man was  the  only  coach  to  remain  on  the 
track. 

The  engineer  had  stopped  his  train  a 
short  distance  from  the  wreck  to  make  a 
repair  ou  the  engine,  and  the  train  was 
moving  only  about  eighteen  miles  an 
hour  when  it  struck  the  loosened  rails, 
to  which  fact  no  doubt  is  due  the  mir- 
aculous escape  the  passengers  and  train 
crew  had.

O'lTAWA,  Ont.,  Nov.  7.— The  Dominion 
government  has  evidently  decided  to 
adopt  a  vigorons  foreign  trade  policy, 
now  that  the  McKinley  bill  will  divert 
Canadian  trade  from  the  United  States. 
After  a  full  discussion  of  the  subject  it 
has  been  decided  by  the  government  to 
take  immediate  steps  to  promote  closer 
trade  relations  between  Canada  and  the 
West  Indies. 

The  Hon.  George  E.  Foeter,minister  of 
finance,  accompanied  by  his  private  sec- 
retary goes  to  the  West  Indies  this  week 
on  a  trade  mission.  He  sails  from  New 
York  Wednesday  afternoon  per  steam- 
ship Caribee.  Barbadoes  will  first  be 
visited.  Mr.  Foster  will  then  proceed 
to  Trinidad  before  visiting  Demara, 
British  Guiana.  Coming  north,  Mr. 
Foster  disembarks  at  Jamaica,  where  he 
will  make  a  considerable  stay.  He  will 
also  visit  the  Bahamas  and  Bermuda. 
His  mission,  it  is  expected,  will  result 
successfully,  as  the  government  have 
given  him  authority  to  discuss  the  ques- 
tion fully.  He  will  return  here  about 
Christmas. 


OwENSBORO,  Ky.,  Nov.  7. — Owensboro 
was  visited  last  night  by  the  most  de- 
structive fire  in  her  history,  and  when 
the  debris  is    cleared    away    and    order 

reigns,  it  is  feared  that  the  confiagration 
will  be  found  to  have  been  attfended  with 
loss  of  life.  At  1  o'clock  the  lire  had  de- 
stroyed property  to  the  amount  of  $250,- 
000  and  is  still  burning.  It  is  believed 
that  at  least  five  persons  met  their  death 
under  falling  walls,  while  others  were 
seriously  injured  in  jumping  from  burn- 
ing buildings. 

The  fire  originated  in  a  pantry  in  the 
basement  of  the  Budd  House,  a  hand- 
some modern  hotel  which  was  tilled  with 
guests.  The  fire  had  gained  consider- 
able headway  before  it  was  discovered 
and  then  it  rapidly  gutted  tbe  house. 
The  guests  were  awakened  and  ran  out 
into  the  streets  in  their  night  clothing, 
while  many  crazed  by  fear,  jumped  from 
the  windows  of  the  hotel.  Among  those 
were  two  ladies  and  a  child  both  of 
whom  are  badly  injured.  William  H. 
Hohn  jumped  from  a  third  story  window 
fell  on  his  back  and  is  fatally  injured. 
There  are  five  guests  of  the  Budd 
House  that  are  missing,  and  they  are 
believed  to  have  been  burned  to  death 
while  sleepinsf.  Charles  Leibeck,a  trav- 
eling salesman  from  Philadelphia  and 
Charles  Bareford  of  New  Albany,  had  a 
narrow  escape  and  were  badly  burned. 

A  high  wind  was  blowing  at  the  time 
and  after  the  hotel  had  been  swept 
away,  the  flames  reached  the  Bank  of 
Commerce  building,  next  door,  and  that, 
with  the  buildings  occupied  by  Marks  & 
Dreman,  grocers,  and  Quicksoil  & 
Co.,  tailors,  was  soon  in  ashes. 
The  building  on  the  corner,  occupied 
by  the  Owensbor  Messenger  with  its 
costly  outfit,  was  the  next  to  be  at- 
tacked, and  in  a  few  minutes  it  was 
destroyed.  The  fire  then  spread  around 
the  corner,  and  burned  the  buildings 
occupied  by  Marker's  saloon;  Smith, 
butcher;  Williams,  furnishing  goods; 
John  Reinhart,  furniture;  A.  J.  Wad- 
ley's  fine  stone  buildings,  and  D.  A. 
Evans'  livery  stable. 

Later  the  six  ir  issing  people  are  found. 
There  were  several  narrow  escapes  from 
the  burning  hotel.  Charles  Bareford 
of  New  Albany,  and  Charles  Liebick  of 
Philadelphia,  were  badly,  and  probably 
fatally,  burned.  Tne  loss  will  probably 
reach  $150,000. 

SQUARE  THROUGH  A  CAR. 

A  Crowded  Sleeper  Cut  in  Two  by  a  Freight 
EoKlne. 

Cincinnati,  Ohio,  Nov.  7. — A  miracu- 
lous escape  from  death  by  the  occupants 
of  the  Jacksonville,  Florida,  sleeping  car 
on  the  Cincinnati  Southern  railway,  hap- 
pened at  Junction  City  at  3:30  this 
moming.The  Louisville  &  Nashville  rail- 
way crossed  the  Southern  at  this  point 
and  when  train  No.  8  of  the  latter  road 
reached  the  station  on  schedule  time  and 
stopped  at  the  usual  place  the  mid- 
dle sleeper  of  the  three  was 
directly  across  the  track  of  the  Louis- 
ville and  Nashville.  On  the  latter  road 
a  heavy  freight  was  coming  from  the 
the  West  It  should  have  stopped  200 
feet  from  the  crossing  until  the  track 
was  clear,  but  for  some  reason  the 
freight  train  did  not  stop.  It  is  said  the 
brakes  wouldn't  work,  and  that  the  grade 
was  steep. 

At  any  rate  the  train  came  rushing  on 
and  struck  the  sleeper  in  the  center,  the

A  QUEFR  DEAL. 

Oberlin  College  Said  to  be    Specnlating    im 
Town  Lots  For  an  Endowment 

Spobl\ne  Falls,  Wash.,  Nov.  7.— Th» 
largest  real  estate  deal  consummated 
here  for  some  time  past  was  recorded  to- 
day. Col.  I.  N.  Peyton,  representing  » 
Spokane  syndicate,  sold  to  the  trustees 
of  Oberlin  college  1000  acres  near  this 
city  for  $100,000.  The  land  hes  along 
the  north  bank  of  the  Spokane  river, 
just  bpyond  the  road  known  as  Sans 
Souci,  and  is  about  five  miles  from  the 
center  of  the  city. 

The  college  trustees  bought  this 
ground  for  a  twofold  purpose— firt^t, with 
a  view  of  establishing  a  magnificent 
college  and  grounds,  and,  secondly,  for 
speculation.  It  is  their  intention  to  lay 
out  a  town  site,  beautify  the  grounds 
and  place  a  portion  of  it  on  the  market. 
Work  on  the  college,  which  is  to  bo 
called  the  Congregational  College  of 
Spokane,  will  be  commenced  in  the 
spring. 

A.nd  all  Because  of  Election. 

Washington,  Nov.  7.— Post  mast  3r- 
General  Wanamaker  has  direct-d  the 
Washington  postoffice  to  suspend  Mrs. 
Margaret  S.  Watkins,  a  clerk  at  tlie  gen- 
eral delivery  window,  for  using  otfensive 
language  towards  Richard  Quay,  son  of 
Senator  Quay.  'J  he  account  of  the  af- 
fair has  it  that  young  Quay  asked  for 
his  father's  mail  at  the  delivery  window 
and  some  one  standing  near  remarked: 
"He's  dead.  It  goes  to  the  dead  letter 
office  now,"  and  Mrs.  Watkins,  who  was 
on  duty  at  the  window  thoughtlessly  re- 
peated the  remark.  Mr.  Quay,  it  is  said, 
seemed  to  regard  the  matter  as  a  joke  at 
the  time.  Wanamaker  ordered  the  sus- 
pension of  the  clerk  until  an  invosti^fa- 
tion  could  be  made.  Superiniei  dent 
Bell  of  the  city  delivery,  made  the  re- 
mark which  Mrs.  Watkins  repeatea. 


A  Special  Train  for  a  Cruiser's  Crew. 
Washington,  Nov.  6.— A  week  from 
Monday  a  special  train  carrying  about 
150  officers  and  men  needed  to  complete 
the  crew  of  the  new  cruiser  San  Fran- 
cisco will  leave  New  York,  and  the  next 
Saturday  night,  all  going  well,  they  will 
take  their  posts  on  board,  the  vessel 
going  into  commission  the  next  day. 
This  will  be  the  first  time  that  the  navy 
has  been  able  to  transport  its  men  in 
this  way,  and  the  experiment  will  be 
watched  with  interest.  The  army  is 
authorized  to  go  over  all  land  grant 
roads  free  of  expense  to  ihe  department, 
the  items  of  expense  being  credited 
against  tne  debts  of  the  roads  to  the 
United  States;  but  the  controllers  of 
the  treasury  have  decided  that  the  word 
"troops,"  which  occurs  in  the  law,  pre- 
cludes the  navy  from  this  privilege.

HEALTH    IN    OCTOBER- 

The  Lo<al  Mortuary   Report  for    the  Past 
Mouth. 

The  mortuary  report  for  the  month  of 
October  has  just  been  completed.  There 
were  24  deaths  resulting  from  the  fol- 
lowing causes:  Pneumonia  2,  accidental 
3,  typhoid  fever  5,  unknown  2,  menin- 
gitis, gastro-enteritis,  phthisis,  chronic 
nephritis,  bronchitis,  Brights  disease, 
inanition,  diphtheretic  croup,  enteritis, 
hemorrhage,  infantile  debility  and  par- 
alysis 1  each.  There  were  9  under  1 
year  of  age,  1  between  1  and  o  years,  4 
between  10  and  20,  G  between  20  and  40, 
3  I  between  40  and  60  and  1  between  60 
and  80.  There  were  also  3  stillborn 
which  were  not  figured  in  the  death  rate. 

Twelve  were  born  in  Duluth,  1  in 
Minnesota,  3  in  other  states  and 
11  in  foreign  countries.  Eleven  were 
male8,16  females,  21  were  single  and  6 
married.  The  annual  death  rate  for  the 
mouth  is  7.02. 

Three  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  re- 
ported during  the  month  none  of  which 
resulted  fatally.  There  were  20  cases  of 
typhoid  fever,5  resulting  in  death.  There 
were  68  births,  31  males  and  27  females. 
There  were  3  pairs  of  twins.  For  the 
corresponding  month  last  year  there 
were  2  deaths  and  56  births. 


WHAT   WILL    MORMONS    DO? 

Bid  freuldent  WoodrulT*  Advice  Apply  to 
Previous  "Plurals?" 

Salt  Lake  City,  Nov.  7.— The  recent 
"advice"  of  President  Woodruff  of  the

An  Alabama  Terror  Stopped  in  Bis  Lawless 
Career. 

Montgomery,  Ala.,  Nov.  7.— Ex-Mayor 
Cotterll  of  Key  West  who  a  few  weeks 
ago  terrorized  the  Florida  Federal  offi- 
cials, was  shot  and  instantly  killed  yes- 
terday by  Chief  of  Police  Gerald  of  this 
city.  Cotterll  was  drunk  last  night 
and  was  arrested  by  the  police.  He  in- 
sulted the  chief  and  challenged  him  to 
tight  a  duel.  A  coroner's  jury  of  inquest 
was  impanelled  to  investigate  the  kill- 
ing and  gave  a  verdict  in  accordance 
with  the  facts.

He  tied  to  Londes  count> 
in  this  state,  where  he  had  man\  rela- 
tives and  friends.  He  is  of  one  of  the  best 
families  in  Alabama  and  when  sober 
was  regarded  as  an  excellent  citizen,  but 
under  the  influence  of  drink  was  reck- 
less and  desperate.

A    Terrible    Explosion    in China;     A 

"'^Chicagoan   Killed   by  a  Grip 
Car. 


Paris,  Nov.  7. — La  Qaulois  prints  the 
following  tragic  story  this  evening: 

M.  Weiss,  administrator  of  the  com- 
mune of  Ain-Pezza  in  Algeria  has  lately 
been  troubled  by  an  incurable  illness. 
It  now  appears  that  his  wife  has  been 
experimenting  on  him  with  doees  of 
arsenic  to  be  given  in  such  quantities 
as  should  gradually  undermme  his  health 
and  eventually  kill  him  without  awaken- 
ing supicions. 

The  crime  was  discovered  and  its  real- 
ization prevented  by  the  Viscount  de 
Guerry,  the  assistant  of  the  adminis- 
trator of  the  commune.  The  peculiar 
character  of  the  malady  of  M.  Weiss  and 
the  powerlessness  of  the  doctors  to 
combat  it,  aroused  suspicione  in  the  mind 
of  M.  de  Guerry.  One  evening  he  was 
in  the  dmingroom  of  M.  Weiss  talking 
to  nis  chief.  Madame  Weiej*  was  writ- 
ing at  a  table  near  the  window,  and  the 
viscount,  haunted  by  the  strange  sus- 
picions, ventured  to  look  over  the  lady's 
shoulder  at  her  letter,  and  his  eye 
caught  the  following  sentence:  "I  have 
no  more  poison,  send  me  a  supply  with 
some  playthings  for  the  children." 

M.  de  Guerry,  horritied  ab  ne  was  at 
having  surprised  the  terrible  secret,  gave 
proof  nevertheless,  of  great  presence  of 
mind,  for  he  continued  the  conversation 
that  was  in  progress,  at  the  same  time 
racking  his  brain  to  invent  a  scheme  by 
which  he  could  obtain  po.^aession  of  the 
tell  tale  letter.  At  this  moment  Madame 
Wf  ips  was  ciilled  out  of  the  room.  She 
rapidly  put  the  letter  into  a  white  en- 
vel^pe,  sealed  it  and  went  out.  M.  de 
Guerry  instantly  unsealed  the  envelope, 
took  out  the  incriminating  letter 
and  substituted  a  blank  sheet  in  its 
place.  He  had  hardly  repealed  the  en- 
velope and  placed  it  on  the  writing  table 
▼hen  Madame  Weiss  re  entered  the 
room,  and  suspecting  nothing,  proceeded 
to  address  it.  M.  de  Guerry  also  suc- 
ceeded in  reading  the  name  of  the  per- 
son to  whom  it  was  addressed.  He  im 
mediately  returned  home,  and  tele- 
graphed tf  the  Prefect  of  Gran,  who  at 
once  tn.n  t  itted  orders  totheprocureur 
of  the  rej  iblic  at  Tlemoon  to  arrest  the 
criminal. 

Next  evening  M.  de  Guerry  proceeded 
with  the  police  to  the  house  of  M.  Weies. 
The  lady  vigorously  denied  the  accusa- 
tion, bat  when  told  she  must  accompany 
the  officers  of  the  law  she  retired  into  an 
adjoining  apartment,  under  pretext  of 
attiring  herself.  Once  there,  however, 
she  swallowed  a  strong  dose  of  prussic 
acid,  and  came  back  with  her  features 
contorted  nth  agony.  Advancing 
toward  the  I  jrritied  procureur  she  cried: 
"Now  arrest  me."  Then  throwing  her- 
self at  her  husbend's  feet  she  implored 
his  pardon  in  the  most  moving  terms. 
He  was,  however,  obdurate  and  repulsed 
her,  while  repeatedly  exclaiming,  "Mis- 
erable, miserable." 

FIRE  IN  A  PARIS  CAFE. 

Electricity  Goes  on  a  Tenr  There  Just  as  in 
This  Tovvu. 

Pabib,  Nov.  7.— There  was  a  terrible 
panic  among  the  patrons  of  the  Grand 
cafe.  Rue  Scribe,  near  the  Boulevard  des 
Capucines  Saturday  evening  at  an  hour 
when  it  was  crowded  with  customers. 
Suddenly  the  place  was  tilled  with 
smoke,  flames  were  seen  ascending  from 
the  cellars,  and  ail  the  electric  lights 
went  out. 

There  was  instantly  a  stampede  for 
the  dooFF,  tables  were  overturned,  and 
flverything  breakable  destroyed.  Many 
persons  received  slight  injuries  before 
reaching  the  street,  but  no  one  seems  to 
have  been  seriously  hurt.  On  examina- 
tion of  the  electric  apparatus  in  the  cel- 
lar it  was  found  that  on  one  of  the  ma- 
chines the  India  rubber  coating  had 
become  heated  and  had  set  tire  to  the 
woo<lwork.  As  it  was  found  to  be  im- 
possible to  cut  off  the  supply  of  elec- 
tricity on  the  premises  a  messenger  was 
sent  in  haste  to  the  works,  while  Ser- 
geant De  Ville,  who  happened  to  be 
staniliog  before  the  cafe  at  the  time 
ran  to  turn  on  the  tire  alarm.  Un- 
fortunately it  was  out  of  order,  and  the 
next  nearest  was  that  at  the 
Minislere  de  la  Marine  in  the 
place  de  la  Conesides,  quite  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  away.  Meanwhile  the 
flames  were  constantly  increasing  in 
volume  and  intensity,  owing  to  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  electric  current.  They 
rushed  upward,  creating  a  scorching 
heat,  and  placing  tne  building  in  which 
the  cafe  was  located  and  the  adjoining 
Jockey  club  in  peril  of  being  entirely 
consumed.  As  it  was,  the  heavy  plate 
glass  windows  of  the  cafe  were  shattered 
and  other  damage  done  to  the  extent  of 
30,000  francs. 

The  fire  department  did  not  reach  the 
scene  until  over  half  an  hour  after  the 
panic. 


Killed  by  a  Grip. 

Chicago,  Nov.  7.— Roland  Matthews, 
9  years  old,  was  sent  on  an  errand  to  a 
drug  store  last  night  and  on  his  way 
caught  on  to  the  hind  rail  of  a  south- 
bound cable  train.  As  the  conductor 
appeared,  the  boy,  thinking  he  would  be 
caught,  let  go  his  hold  and  started  to 
cross  over  to  the  other  and  he  was 
caught  by  the  grip  car  of  a  northbound 
train.  The  boy  was  picked  up  and  car- 
ried into  a  drug  store  near  by,  but  died 
before  a  physician  could  reach  hina. 
His  younger  brother  was  sent  by  his 
mother  to  search  for  him.  The  younger 
brother  was  attracted  by  the  crowd,  and 
entering  the  drug  store  identified  the 
boy  that  had  just  died. 

Treacherous  Rails. 

Indianapolis,  Nov.  7.— The  through 
vestibule  train  from  Chicago  to  Cincin- 
nati on  the  Big  Four  road  jumped  the 
track  twenty  miles  south  of  this  city 
yesterday  while  running  thirty  miles  an 
hour.  The  passenger  coaches  and  the 
baggage  car  went  into  the  ditch  and  the 
middle  coach  was  badly  smashed. 
Eighty  passengers  were  aboard,  but  no 
one  was  seriously  injured,  though  many 
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were  bruised  and  scratched.    The  wreck 
was  caused  by  the  mils  spreading. 

Burned  by  Her  Clotliingr. 
HiGQiNsviLLK,  Mo.,  Nov.  7.— Mary 
Bryan,  aged  11,  met  with  a  horrible 
death  at  the  home  of  her  mother  Wed- 
nesday. She  was  working  by  the  stove, 
when  her  drees  caught  tire  Not  know- 
ing this  she  went  out  in  the  yard.  The 
wind  was  blowing  sharply  and  in  a  few 
minutes  she  was  wrapped  in  flames. 
Her  cries  for  help  attracted  the  atten- 
tion of  the  family,  but  none  arrived  in 
time  to  save  the  life  of  the  unfortunate 
child.  Her  body  was  in  a  pitiful  con- 
dition, and  she  died  shortly  afterward. 

A  "Fiiff  Tall"  Calamity. 
Shanghai,  Nov.  7.-  A  terrible  accident 
has  occurred  at  Tai-Ping-Fu.  at  which 
place  are  the  government  mills  for  the 
manufactue  of  powder.  While  the  work- 
man were  employed  about  the  mills  an 
explosion  occurred  which  entirely  de- 
molished the  buildings.  The  loss  of  life 
was  enormous,  300  persons  being  killed. 
The  cause  of  the  explosion  is  not  known. 

PARTY  INTRIGUE. 

A.     Movement     on    Foot     to     Undermine 
Speaker  Keed. 

Washington,  Nov  7.— It  is  already 
whispered  that  an  effort  may  be  made 
at  the  opening  of  the  fifty-second  con- 
gress to  unseat  Speaker  Reed.  The  at- 
titude of  the  speaker  at  the  last  session 
of  congress  antagonized  not  only  the 
democratic  side  of  the  house  but  many 
influential  members  on  the  republican 
side,  and  although  the  latter  would 
doubtless  stand  by  him  in  an  emergency 
it  would  nevertheless,  be  in  a  lukewarm 
sort  of  way. 

When  the  speaker  was  re-elected  last 
month  there  was  a  good  deal  of  talk  con- 
cerning the  illegal  use  of  monies  and 
and  undue  influence  on  the  part  of 
Federal  employes  and  it  is  now  said  that 
even  thus  early  word  has  been  sent 
down  to  Reed's  district  that  the  collec- 
tion of  data  upon  which  a  contest  mi^^ht 
be  based  should  commence  at  once.  The 
speaker's  friends  here,  however,  simply 
laugh  at  these  reports  and  say  that  even 
were  it  likely,  which  they  doubt,  that 
the  new  house  which  assembles  a  year 
hence  would  attempt  to  disturb  his  seat, 
his  majority  is  too  large  to  make  such  a 
move  successful. 

A  l.'i-Kound  <io. 

New  York,  Nov.  7.— The  great  fifteen- 
round  "go"  between  George  Godfrey  of 
Boston  and  Ed  Smith  of  Denver,  which 
is  to  take  place  at  the  Puritan  Athletic 
club  of  Long  Island  city,  is  causing  no 
end  of  excitement  among  the  sports  of 
this  city  and  Boston.

In  any  point  of  comparison  he  suffers  by 
contrast  with  our  congressman.

Return  Fronn  the  North. 


IT  WAS  m\  MUCH  [KAEGERATED, 


Which  Was   the  Idea  All  Along  Given 

by  The  Herald  and  Duluth 

Lunnbermen. 


Special  Ijand  Agent  R^jbertson  and 
his  party  of  eleven  returned  to  Duluth 
yesterday  afternoon,  after  a  tramp  of  500 
miles  through  north  Minnesota,  in  search 
of  timber  thieves. 

During  their  explorations  they 
penetrated  the  Rainy  lake 

and  Rat  Portage  regions, 

having  been  gone  sixty-six  days. 

•'We  had  a  very  successful  mission, 
Baid  Agent  Robertson  to  a  Herald  re- 
porter. "We  started  from  Duluth  about 
Sept.  Ist,  and  entered  the  wilderness 
from  the  head  of  Lake  Vermilion.  I"  rom 
there  we  made  our  way  to  the  Little 
Fork,  then  went  into    the    Rainy    river 

country.  ,.   • ,    ,     o- 

At  Rainy  river  our  party  divided.  Six 
went  up  the  Big  Fork  and  the  rest  ex- 
plored the  Rainy  and  Kabetogma  lakes 
country.  One  party  reached  Duluth  via 
Grand  Rapids,  the  other  came  from  Rat 
Portage.  I  estimate  the  length  of  our 
journey  at  500  miles. 

"We  found  that  extensive  timber  dep- 
redations were  going  on,  but  not  nearly 
BO  extensively  as  the  sensational  stories 
in  The  Pioneer  Press  would  lead  one  to 
believe.  The  tale  that  180,000,000  feet 
had  been  stolen  is  greatly  exaggerated. 
On  the  Rainy  river  were  evidences 
of  large  thefts.  In  this  dis- 
trict the  stealing  was  don*%  by 
Canadians  and  renegade  Americans, 
parties  who  are  entirely  irresponsible. 
In  the  tributary  streams  we  found  that 
responsible  parties  had  been  operating 
under  cover  of  alleged  title.  These  peo- 
ple may  be  brought  to  time. 

"The  extent  of  these  depredations  1 
have  not  yet  estimated.  They  will  not 
prove  as  large  as  people  have  suppoeed, 
although  the  value  of  the  timber  de- 
stroyed will  amount  to  quite  a  sum. 

"All  our  party  were  well  during  the 
trip.  We  found  the  journey  easy,  the 
country  was  picturesque  and  delightful. 
At  Rat  Portage  there  is  great  excite- 
ment over  gold  discoveries.  Claims  are 
being  rapidly  taken  up,  and  land  values 
are  increasing-  One  of  the  mining  com- 
panies is  putting  in  a  large  stamp  mill, 
for  the  reduction  of  ore."

This  had 
struck  Lee  on  the  left  side  just  below 
the  heart  and  but  for  the  steels  in  her 
corset  would  undoubtedly  have  proved 
fatal.

Dr.  McKay  Booming  His  Queer 
and  Strange  Analogy. 


DHELOPMENT  OF  THE  [AfiTH 


How    His   Position  Redounds    to    the 

Geographical  Advantage  of 

Duluth. 


Dr.  A.  F.  Mc  Kay,  is  probably  one  of 
the  most  unique  geniuses  ever  an  in- 
habitant of  this  part  of  the  planet.  His 
map,  giving  an  anology  between  the 
"Earth  Man"  and  the  "Man  of  Com- 
merce," has  been  referred  to  briefly  in 
the  past  year  or  two  in  papers  at  the 
head  of  the  lake,  but  now,  in  view  of  its 
approaching  general  issue  appears  to  de- 
■erve  more  comment. 

It  may  be  said  as  a  starter  that  the  map 
has  cost  the  doctor  something  like  32500 
in  cash  and  time,  and  that  it  is  a  highly 
colored  concern  about  2  feet  by  3%.  The 
keynote  sought  to  be  elucidated  by  the 
map  is  the  likeness  of  the  North  Ameri- 
can continent  to  a  human  being,  whose 
limbs,  organs,  arteries  and  veins  are  laid 
out  upon  the  various  commercial  chan- 
nels' of  the  continent.  The  image  of  a 
man  is  laid  out  flat  across  the  continent. 
One  hand  rests  upon  Alaska,  and  the 
projected  Alaskan-Siberian  road  repre- 
eents  the  vems  and  arteries  of  the  arm. 
The  other  hand  and  arm  reach  out  for 
Japan,  and  in  similar  manner  the  Pacific 
steamship  lines  represent  the  veins. 
One  foot  rests  upon  the  British  isles, 
while  the  other  lingers  upon  the  coast  of 
Spain.  The  digestive  and  circulatory 
structure  of  the  man,  however,  is  cal- 
culated to  arouse  the  wonder  and  ad- 
miration of  the  looker-on.  The  heart  is 
represented  by  the  head  of  Lake  Su- 
perior. The  chain  of  lakes  represents 
the  digestive  apparatus—Lake  Superior 
the  stomach,  Lake  Michigan  the  liver- 
Chicago  being  in  the  center  of  the  gall 
bladder — and  so  on  to  the  waterways 
upon  the  Atlantic  coast.  The  Twin 
cities  are  the  centers  of  the  pulmonary 
circulation  of  the  right  lung. 

"I've  worked  a  long  time  on  this 
thing,"  said  the  doctor,  "and  the  longer 
I've  worked  the  more  fully  it  has  ap- 
peared to  me  that  this  analogy  was  per- 
fect, and  the  more  points  I've  thought 
of  and  brought  out.  It  is  a  queer  thing, 
one  might  say  a  wonderful  thing.  De- 
tailed study  of  the  subject  confirmed 
my  first  impressions  that  possibly  a  dis- 
covery had  been  made  of  a  principle 
underlying  railroad  development  which 
might  be  of  value  as  pointing  to  correct 
lines  of  development  of  the  great  arteries 
of  commerce. 

"I  claim  that  every  vital  organ  has  its 
analogue  or  corresponding  organ  well 
defin^  as  a  geographical  region  in  North 
America,  and  that  region  corresponding 
in  a  most  remarkable  manner  in  its 
functions  or  manifestation  of  life, as  well 
as  in  the  diseases  to  which  it  is  subject. 
The  circulation  of  the  blood  of  man  is 
beautifully  illustrated  by  the  moving 
currents  in  the  arteries  of  commerce, 
represented  by  the  railroads;  and  in 
North  America  these  railroads  form  a 
most  remarkable  picture  of  the  arterial 
and  veinous  system  of  man.  Eqaully 
wonderful  is  the  similarity  between  the 
functions  of  two  distinct  systems  of 
nerves  in  man,  and  the  two  distinct  sys- 
tems of  telegraph  in  commerce. 

'•That  a  chain  of  deep  water  rivers  and 
lakes  should  extend  from  the  location  of 
the  natural  outlet  of  the  digestive  tract 
of  the  earth  man  to  the  exact  geograph- 
ical location  of  the  stomaet,  with  all  the 
intervening  organs  represented  m  a  most 
remarkable  manner,  seems  a  most  won- 
derful coincidence." 

Dr.  McKay  shows  that  Lake  Superior 
IB  the  stomach  for  several  reasons,  it  re- 
sembles it  very  markedly  in  shape,  rela- 
tive size  aud  position,  the  other  lakes 
making  up  the  representatives  of  the  di- 
gestive organs.  It,  too,  is  well  fitted  to 
perform  the  functions  of  the  stomi.ch, 
being  surrounded  by  elements  shown  to 
be  reduced  to  pabulum  by  the  stumich. 
For  instance,  the  great  cereal  producing 
region  oi  the  continent  extends  for  hun- 
dreds of  miles  in  eveiy  direction  a-'ound 
L&ke  Superior  aud  the  conforiualiou  of 
the  country  and  the  development  of  the 
arteries  et  commerce,  bli  favor  the  con- 
centration of  the  cereals  here,  and  Luke 
Superior  should  be,  and  will  be,  the 
preatest  food  manufacturing  point  in  the 
United  States. 

•• .  h  c<)  .' eptiou  of  this  study  c;  m 
from  the  picture  presented  to  me  of  lue 
arch  of  lue  aorta,  or  great  artery  lead- 
ing from  the  heart,  seen  in  a  railroad 
map  of  the  G'eat  Northern  and  the 
Northern  Pacific  railroads,  as  they 
formed  the  general  course  of  that  artery 
between  Winnipeg  and  Duluth.  A 
rapid  survey  of  the  map  showed  that 
the  Great  Northern  system  occupied  the 
position  of  the  left  internal  carotid  art- 
ery, the  Northern  Pacific  the  right  and 
the  Canadian  PaciHc  the  left  external, 
With  the  Union  Pacific  partially  but  less 
perfectly  representing  the  right  exter- 
nal. Taken  altogether,  a  most  striking 
resemblance  to  the  four  main  arteries 
of  the  head  is  presented." 


Philadelphia  Fire. 
Phil.\delphia,  Pa.,  Nov.  7.— Fire  la?t 
night  destroyed  the  Philadelphia  Coop- 
erage company's  building,  967  to  971 
Otsego  street;  the  three-story  building, 
occupied  by  P.  Tomson,  as  a  s<jap  fac 
tory  on  Swanson  street;  also  a  building 
used  as  a  spice  mill  by  Mr.  Tomson.  The 
storage  warehouse,  corner  of  Swanson 
street  and  Washington  avenue,  owned 
by  th«  Pennsylvania  Railroad  company, 
was  burned.  The  Snowden  hotel  ad- 
joining was  scorched,  and  a  number  of 
dwellings  owned  by  Mr.  Tomson  dam- 
aged. Total  loss,  $16.j,000;  covered  by 
insurance. 

An  M.  P.  Talkg. 

Boston,  Nov.  7.— Hon.  Joseph  Cham- 
berlnin,  M.  P.  in  an  interview  today, 
gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  McKinley 
or  any  tariff  law  that  is  so  near  the  line 
of  prohibition  would  be  beneficial  to 
England  and  detrimental  to  America  in 
that  the  Americans  cannot  compete  with 
England  in  foreign  markets.  Mr,  Cham- 
berlain said  he  did  not  credit  the  report 
that  Lord  Randolph  Churchill  was  to  go 
into  the  conservative  government  of  the 
seal  fisheries.  Mr.  Chamljerlaiu  said: 
"This  ought  to  be  a  subject   of  arbitra- 


tion; England    is  all  ready  to  submit  the 
matter." 

MRS.  MILLER'S  FINANCES- 

The  A^^ed  Widow  is  Left  In  Straitened  Cir- 
caniHtancec. 

Washington,  Nov.  7. — The  publication 
of  the  straits  to  which  Mrs.  Miller,  the 
venerable  widow  of  the  late  Associate 
Justice  Miller,  has  been  reduced,  has 
aroused  the  most  profound  sympathy 
and  interest.  That  in  her  old  age  the 
venerable  widow  should  be  compelled 
not  only  to  sell  the  horses  and  vehicles 
to  the  use  of  which  she  has  been  accus- 
tomed since  her  days  of  girlhood,  but  to 
rent  her  home  and  find  a  resting  place 
in  a  second-class  hotel,  is  a  matter  which 
excites  general  commiseration.  There 
is  talk  of  raising  by  private  subscription 
a  fund  large  enough  to  enable  her  to 
spend  the  rest  of  her  days  in  that  com- 
fort— far  removed  from  luxury — to 
which  she  has  been  accustomed,  and  it 
is  also  suggested  that  congress  might 
be  induced  to  grant  her  a  small  pension. 

Mrs.  Miller  was  asked  today  concern- 
ing her  plans  for  the  future.  Bursting 
into  tears  she  said:  "I  have  no  income 
and  I  must  rent  my  house  and  furniture 
to  get  something  to  live  upon.  This 
house  and  furniture  are  entirely  my 
own,  and  they  are  all  I  have.  While 
Judge  Miller  lived  he  had  his  salary,  but 
the  moment  he  died  that  was  stopped.  I 
have  always  been  considered  a  rich 
woman,  but  to  live  now  I  must  sell  my 
horses  and  carriages.  It  is  very  hard  to 
give  up  my  home  at  this  time,  but  I  am 
obliged  to  do  it." 

A  JSaval   Wonder. 

Baltimore,  Nov.  7. — Ten  thousand 
persons  cheered  the  reputed  world 
beater,  "Howard  Cassard,"  as  she  was 
successfully  launched  at  Locust  Point 
yesterday.  The  ways  spread  and  broke 
as  the  vessel  went  off  which  momentarily 
shifted  her  ballast.  It  is  claimed  that 
this  iron  steamer,  which  is  constructed 
on  the  Fryer  plan,  is  capable  of  making 
thirty-five  miles  an  hour.  The  vessel  is 
also  claimed  to  be  fire  proof  ind  unsink- 
able. 


Kentucky  Town  Seared. 

OwENSBORO,  Ky.,  Nov.  7.— A  fire  broke 
out  about  midnight  in  the  basement  of 
the  Rudd  house,  which  was  totally  de- 
stroyed. The  fire  spread  to  The  Mes- 
senger newspaper  and  job  office,  A.  J. 
Wadley's  fine  stone  builaing,  D.  A. 
Evans'  livery  stable.  Will  H.  Hohn 
jumped  from  a  third  story  window  of  the 
Rudd  house  and  is  fatally  injured.  There 
is  a  strong  wind  and  little  hope  of  sav- 
ing any  of  the  business  portion  of  the 
city.  The  fire  department  was  rendered 
useless  by  bursting  of  hose.

A  serious  railroad  accident  occurred 
on  the  Omaha  road  this  morniLg,  mak- 
ing the  second  one  that  has  taken  place 
in  the  city  li mite  within  a  few  weeks. 
Seven  men  were  more  or  lees  injured, 
but  happily,  and  almost  strangely,  none 
fatally. 

The  scene  of  the  accident  was  the 
Rices  Point  end  of  the  long  Northern  Pa- 
cific bridge.  The  Northwestern  express 
from  Chicago  was  crossing  the  bridge, 
and  had  pulled  onto  its  own  track,  the 
sleeper  just  clearing  the  Northern  Pa- 
cific track  up  to  the  bridge. 

'The  Northern  Pacific  short  line 
train,  which  is  due  about  the 
same  time  as  the  Northwestern," 
said  a  passenger  of  the  train, 
'•started  on  sigEul  for  West  Su- 
perior, both  conductor  and  engineer 
thinking  that  the  track  was  clear  for 
the  train  to  pass  the  Northwestern.  But 
here  the  mistake  was  made,  for  the 
Northern  Pacific  engineer  saw,  when 
too  late,  that  the  Northwestern  train 
was  not  clear,  and,  although  doing  all  in 
his  power,  could  not  avert  the  calamity. 
The  Northern  Pacific  engine  struck  the 
Chicago  sleeper,  bunting  it  oflF  the 
trestle  into  the  bay,  Only  the  sleeper, 
which  was  tilled  with  passengers,  left 
the  track. 

Other  passengers  made  the  same  state- 
meat  this  morning,  but  none  were  right 
in  their  report  as  to  the  cause.  Said  a 
Northwestern  railroad   man:       "The  re- 


port that  a  collision  occurred  is  incor- 
rect. The  true  cause  of  the  accident 
was  bad  switching.  The  Northern  Pacific 
train  was  standing  on  the  track,  waiting 
for  the  Omaha  to  come  over  from  Su- 
perior. Both  trains  stopped  near  the 
end  of  the  bridge,  and  upon  signal  the 
Omaha  train  started  ahead.  As  soon  as 
the  forward  trucks  of  the  sleeper  had 
passed  on  to  the  Omaha  track 
the  switchman  threw  the  switch. 
The  rear  trucks  of  the  coach 
went  onto  the  Northern  Pacific  track, 
the  forward  ones  keeping  the  Omaha 
track.  Tliis.  of  course,  caused  the  car  to 
leave  the  track,  and  as  there  was  an 
open  spai-e  of  ten  feet  between  the 
tracks,  the  car  went  over  the  trestle  into 
the  bay." 

QThe  first  warning  the  passengers  in 
the  sleeper  had  of  danger  was  when  the 
car  struck  the  water  and  the  half-dressed 
men  given  a  bath  in  two  feet  of  water. 
There  were  eight  liassengers,  besides 
Conductor  O'Donnell  and  A.  C  Hough, 
the  brakouian.  Their  escape  from  fatal 
injury  was  miraculous.  Out  of 
ten  men  only  one  was  bad 
ly  injured,  and  his  hurts 
are  thought  to  be  not  at  all  serious.  Thf» 
following  is  a  list  of  the  passengers  and 
their  injuries:  C.  A.  Luster,  Saginaw, 
slight  injury  to  ankle;  A.  C.  Webber,  St. 
Paul,  cut  slightly;  W.  B.  Parsons,  Dodge 
Centre,  bruised:  C.  S.  Schoenuman,  Chi- 
cago, slight  cuts;  W.  C.  Bredenhaugen, 
St.  Paul,  back  strained;  J.  P. 
Moore,  Minneapolis;  small  cuts 
and  bruises;  Isaac  Faris,  Minneapolis, 
bruised;  A.  C.  Hough,  brakeman,  cut  and 
bruised.  Chief  Block  of  the  St.  Paul 
fire  department,  had  a  remarkable 
escape,  lie  was  standing  in  the  wash 
room,  near  the  rear  door  of  the  sleeper, 
when  the  accid«»nt  occurred.  He  felt 
the  jar  and  ran  to  the  platform,  jumping 
just  as  the  car  left  the  track. 

The  oar  is  a  total  wreck.  It  lies  half 
buried  in  the  water,  splintered  and 
broken  to  pieces.  When  the  coach  fell, 
the  doors  could  not  be  opened,  and  the 

Easdeugers  were  liberated  through  a 
ole  chopped  in  the  roof.  "No  assistance 
was  rendered  ua  at  the  wreck," 
saiil  one  of  the  passengers. 
"After  the  accident  we  were  left  to  pro- 
vide for  ourselves  and  as  all  our  clothing 
was  in  the  car  aiid  buried  in  the  water 
all  we  had  to  shield  us  from  exposure 
were  blankets.  Se/en  of  us  made  our 
way  to  The  Spalding  where  physicians 
were  called  to  dress  wounds  and  we 
were  well  treated  by  everyone," 

The  accident  will  probably  be  the 
cause  of  several  suits  for  damage  and 
only  the  law  will  place  the  blame  for  the 
wreck. 

James  Dykin,  one  of  the  passengers  on 
the  wrecked  Northwestern  train  this 
morning  was,  with  his  wife  and  ten  chil- 
dren, in  the  next  car  to  the  Pullman  that 
went  over.  He  says  that  the  rear 
end  of  the  car  went  off  the  track 
first,  and  the  car  swung  around 
and  broke  loose  from  the  wheels  and 
rolled  over  the  trestle  where  it  was 
twenty-two  feet  high.  The  rear  end  of 
the  car  went  into  the  water  where  it  was 
several  feet  deep,  and  the  front  end  re- 
mained on  the  land. 

Mr.  Dykin  went  out  of  the  rear  of  his 
car  and  slipped  down  the  piling  and  got 
on  top  of  tfie  car  to  assist  in  getting  the 
passengers.  He  says  that  the  colored 
porter  deserves  great  credit  for  his  al- 
most superhuman  efforts  in  assisting 
passengers  out  of  tbeir  perilous  condi- 
tion.

Minneapolis  Flour  Market. 

The  Northwestern  Miller  in  its  review 
of  the  flour  situation  in  its  issue  today 
will  say:  The  output  of  flour  last  week 
was  one  of  the  largest  ever  made  by 
Minneapolis  mills.  The  19  mills  run- 
ning produced  180,090  bbls  for  the  week. 
The  mills  continue  to  run  very  strong, 
in  anticipation  of  the  early  shutting  off 
of  lake  transportation,  and  are  grinding 
30,000  bbls  per  2i  hours.  If  the  market 
should  not  improve  after  winter 
rates  are  put  into  effect  there 
will  be  a  large  curtailment  of 
output.  Lower  wheat  has  made  flour 
rather  quiet  the  past  week,  and  the 
mills  as  a  rule  have  ground  considerably 
more  than  they  have  sold.

THE    HAFEY    INQUEST. 

Order  For  the   Funeral    March    Tomorrow 
Afternoon. 

An  inquest  over  the  remains  of  Man 
rice  Hafey  was  held  this  afternoon  at 
Durkan's  undertaking  rooms.  Alex. 
Steele  testified  that  he  was  in  the  back 
room  of  his  place  of  business 
when  the  altercation  between  Ha- 
fey and  McNamara  begun.  He  did 
I  ot  know  what  they  were  talking  abouc 
but  he  heard  someone  say:  "O,  don't 
hit;him  with  that  club  "When  he  rushed 
out  into  the  front  of  the  saloon  his  part- 
ner said:  "For  God'.^  sake  go  and  save 
McXamara's  life."  He  went  out  into 
tha  street  and  saw  Hafey  in  the  act  of 
striking  McNim^ra  with         a 

club.  He  had  already  hit 
him  once.  He  grabbed  the 
club  with  his  left  hand  and  struck 
Hafey  in  the  right  cheek  with  his  rii;ht 
hand.  He  saw  Bob  Kritz  either  trip 
over  or  kick  Hafey  in  the  shoulder.  He 
was  up  again  in  two  or  thiee  minutes. 
H?  saw   Hafey  several   time  aft^rwardf. 

Officer  Slattery  says  he  saw  Kritz 
kick  Hafey  several  times  in  the  upper 
part  of  the  body.  He  did  not  see  the 
trouble  between  Hafey  aud   McNamara- 

Dr.  Charles  Slaughter,  who  attended 
Hafey,  testified  that  he  had  t?een  him  at 
th'*  hose  house  and  on  the  streets  several 
times  before  he  was  removed  to  the  hos- 
pital. He  complained  of  trouble  with 
his  stomac'i,  but  there  was  no  indica- 
' ion  of  ccmpresbion  of  the  brain,  but 
he  was  very  weak.  When  the 
doctor         saw  hun  at  the 

hospital  Tuesday  miming  he  was  ex- 
tremely weak  and  eemi-uncotucious. 
This  was  the  first  sign  of  mental  failing. 
Dr.  Slaughter  assipted  m  the  port  mor- 
tem. There  were  no  extern-tl  marks  of 
violence.  There  was  a  clot  fiuid  blood 
on  the  left  lobe  of  the  cerebrum.  The 
brain  was  in  a  healthy  condition  as  were 
all  of  the  ors,'antj  of  the  lx)dy  except  the 
stomach  and  liver.  In  s  me  of  the 
minute  blo<d  vessels  at  the  base  of  the 
brain  their  were  indications  of  athero- 
matus  degeneration,  or  w«^ak  soots 
which  are  liable  to  give  awey. 

Dr.  Ritchie  corroborated  the  evidence 
of  Dr.  Slaughter  and  attributed  the  rup- 
ture of  the  blood  vessel  to  disease 
rather  than  a  blow. 

The  jury  rendered  a  ver- 
dict to  the  effect  that  death  re- 
sulted from  cebral  hemorage. 
The  funeral  will  be  held  tomorrow  morn- 
ing from  Durkan's  undertaking  rooms  at 
7:30  o'clock.  The  remains  will  be  es- 
corted to  the  Pro-Cathedral  by  the  fire 
department  and  the  A.  O.  H.  After  the 
services  the  remains  can  bo  seen  at  Dur- 
,  kan'p  until  3  p.  m  ,  when  they  will  leave 
i  for  Columbus,  Ohio,  for  interment.

Owing  to  the  value  of  the  land 
involved  and  the  parties  concerned,  the 
case  has  created  a  great  deal  of  interest 
as  it  may  settle  a  great  many  legal  dis- 
putes concerning  leases  of  mining  lands 
in  this  part  of  the  state,  and  was  also 
expected  by  some,  to  involve  the  charac- 
ter of  leading  state  officials. 

The  land  under  litigation  is  that  being 
operated  by  the  Minneeota  Mining  com- 
pany, and  is  alleged  to  be  worth  $100,000. 
1  his  is  probably  a  low  estimate.  A  great 
array  of  legal  talent  was  interested  in 
the  case.  The  plaintiffs  were  cared  for 
by  W.  W.  Billson  and  Judge  Flandreau 
of  St.  Paul,  while  Draper  <fe  Davis,  Sena- 
tor C.  K.  Davis  and  F.  B.  Kellogg,  his 
law  partner,  looked  after  the  interests  of 
the  defendant.  The  land  under  dispute 
is  the  southeast  quarter  of  section  16- 
62  li. 

The  law  affecting  the  case  is  the  bill 
passed  at  the  last  legislature  for  leasing 
state  mineral  lands.  According  to  ite 
provisions,  the  man  who  first  makes  ap- 
plication after  the  law  goes  into  effect  is 
entitled  to  a  lease,  but  in  case  two  per- 
sons make  application  at  the  same  time, 
the  one  who  pays  most  is  entitled.  The 
plaintiff  claims  that  the  act  does  not  go 
into  effect  until  the  day  after  it  is  ap- 
proved. It  was  approved  April  24, 188U, 
and  the  plaintiff  made  his  application 
the  next  morning  and  maintains  that 
It  was  the  first.  The  state 
auditor  took  no  action  in  re- 
gard to  this  mineral  lease 
until  nearly  a  year  had  expired  after  the 
application  had  been  filed,  when  he 
executed  a  leaee  to  the  defendant,  C.  A. 
Severance,  and  the  defendants  claim 
that  he  issued  the  contract  the  same  day. 
Severance's  application  was  for  a  lease 
of  not  exactly  the  same  land,  but  for  a 
claim  that  crossed  Whiteman's  claim. 
Severance  claims  that  his  application 
was  first.  The  whole  question  hinges  on 
the  decision  of  just  what  minute  the  law 
took  effect. 

When  the  court  convened  this  morn 
ing  United  States  Senator  C.  K.  Davis 
begun  the  argument  of  a  motion  for 
judgment  for  the  defense  on  the  plead- 
ings, which  lasted  for  about  two  hours. 
The  senator  argued  that  under  the  exist- 
ing statutes  the  auditor  had  the  right  to 
make  a  lease  for  mineral  lands  with  any 
parties,  and  that  the  question  was  as  to 
whether  Whiteman  or  Severance  tiled 
on  the  land  first.  A  large  numb  r 
of  authorities  were  introduced 
to  sustain  this  ground.  W. 
W.  Billeon  in  opposing  the  motion 
held  that  the  auditor  could  not  use  his 
own  discretion  in  making  leases  but 
that  he  must  go  on  the  plan  of  first 
come  first  served.  Judge  Plandrau  sus- 
tained the  same  point  and  Attorney  Kel- 
log  closed  for  the  defence  with  much 
the  same  argument  as  that  used  by  Sen- 
ator Davis. 

Judge  Stearns  sustained  the  motion, 
but  said  that  he  would  say  but  little  on 
the  subject.  He  held  that  if  a  ruling 
was  made  m  favor  of  the  plaintiff  he 
would  be  giving  the  judiciar>'  depart- 
ment authority  over  the  executive  de- 
partment and  that  was  not  allowable. 
He  realized  that  no  matter  how 
the  case  was  decided  in  this  court 
it  would  eventually  go  to  the  supreme 
court,  and  he  was  of  the  opinion  that 
the  sooner  it  got  where  the  decision  was 
final  the  better  it  would  be  for  all 
partiea  For  that  reason  he  sustained 
the  motion.

New  York  — An  early  morning 
fire  here  in  a  lodging  house  at  153  West 
Thirty-third  street,  caused  the  death  by 
suffocation  of  one  of  the  lodgers,  Joha 
Callahan,  loss  small. 

Calais,  Me.— The  two  upper  stories  of 
the  dye  house  of  the  St.  Croix  Cotton 
mill  at  Milltown,  N.  B.,  were  gutted  by 
fare  last  night  and  the  machinery  badiy 
damaged.

Full  3000    Men   Will   Labor  in 
Local  Pineries. 


ACTIVE  WOi  m  ALREADY  BEGUN. 


Next  Year's  Lumber  Output;  Compli- 
cations  of    Forrestal;  ,Wahna- 
pitae's  Cargo. 


The  lumbermen  are  making  prepara 
tiona  for  the  winter's  work  in  the  woods, 
in  earnest.  Large  gangs  of  men  are  at 
•rork  for  the  different  firms  construct- 
ing camps  in  the  lumbering  districts 
and  getting  things  generally  in  readi- 
ness. 

Large  sttppliee  of  groceries  and  pro- 
visions are  being  sent  out  to  the  camps, 
and  pangs  of  men  are  being  sent  out 
daily  by  the  employment  agencies. 

More  men  and  more  pnvisions  have 
gone  and  are  to  go  to  the  woods  this 
year  than  in  any  previous  year  since 
lumber  cutting  was  tirst  begun  herea- 
bouts. The  cut  this  winter  will  be 
greater  than  ever  before,  and  the  num- 
ber of  mills  to  work  next  season  will  be 
largely  in  excess  of  any  earlior  year.  The 
fact  that  the  big  Mitchell  &  McClure 
mill  will  not  be  sawing  till  some  time  in 
the  summer  will  cut  down  the  output 
some,  however,  from  earlier  estimates. 

Still  there  v^ill  be  nearly,  if  not  quite 
3000  men  employed  all  winter  in  the 
wootls  of  the  Duluth  district  cutting 
logs  for  mills  at  this  city,  Cloquet  »nd 
the  Junction,  the  iron  range  and  Supe- 
rior, wbile  the  number  that  will  be  em- 
ployed from  here  to  go  in  on  the  upper 
Missisirippi  and  to  the  Ashland  district 
will  swell  the  total  to  nearly  4000.  A 
large  share  of  these  men  are  already  em- 
ployed and  in  the  woods.  Wages  will 
run  about  as  heretofore.

F.  B.  Daugherty  has  resigned  hisoflSce 
as  a  member  of  the  board  of  fire  commis- 
sioners. This  action  wap  made  neces- 
sary by  Mr.  Daugherty 's  election  to  the 
senate,  but  it  is  a  great  misfortune  for 
Duluth,  as  he  is  undoubtedly  the  best- 
posted  man  in  the  city  on  fire  depart- 
ment mutters.

II  DEEP  fEELIIIE  HNIflNG  THE  SIOUX. 


The  New  Christ  Will    Raise  the  Dead 

and  the  BufFalos  and  Drive 

out  Whites. 


St.  Paul,  Nov.  8.— A  reception  at  the 
Kyan  was  tendered  by  the  Loyal  Legion 
last  evening  to  Maj.-Gen.  Nelson  A. 
Miles,  U.  S.  A.,  who  was  in  St.  Paul  on 
his  way  t<5  Chicago  after  a  trip  to  Utah, 
Montana  and  the  Cheyenne  reservation 
investigating  the  religious  craze  among 
the  Indians.  He  was  accompanied  on 
his  trip  by  Commissioners  Smalley  or 
Vermont  and  Zerfass  of  iirand  Porks, 
and  the  party  was  joined  here  by  Capt. 
Higgins  and  Lieut.  Maus. 

While  in  the  West  Gen.  Miles  learned 
that  a  belief  exists  among  the  various 
bands  of  Sioux,  Cheyennes,  Btackfeet, 
Shoshonesand  other  tribes  that  a  Mes- 
siah has  come,  who  is  to  restore  them  to 
their  former  glory.  The  Snake  Indians 
are  the  only  ones  who  have  not  become 
Tjosseesed  of  this  craze. 

"There  is  no  doubt,"  said  Gen.  Miles, 
"that  many  of  the  Indians  holding  this 
belief  are  sincere  and  few  have  certainly 
Been  some  person  whom  they  took  to  be 
the  Messiah.  I  am  inclined  \to  think 
there  is  more  than  one  person  imper- 
sonating this  messiah.  It  is  my  belief 
the  Mormons  are  the  prune  movers  in 
this  imposition  on  the  Indians.  I  do  not 
think  the  belief  of  the  Indians  will  lead 
to  any  outbreak  or  bloodshed,  but  when 
an  ignorant  race  of  people  become  fanat- 
ics it  is  hard  to  tell  just  what  they  will 
do  It  is  noteworthy,  however,  that  this 
Bo-called  messiah  tells  the  Indians 
that  when  he  comes  to  reign  over  them 
firearms  will  be  no  longer  used  or  neces- 
sary. He  tells  them  also  that  with  his 
<;oming  the  dead  Indians  will  all  be 
raised  to  life,  the  buffalo  will  return  and 
he  will  draw  a  line  behind  on  which  he 
will  gather  all  the  Indians,  and  then  he 
will  roll  the  earth  back  upon  the  whites. 
This  has  naturally  excited  the  Indians 
and  large  numbers  have  accepted  the 
new  belief.  Among  those  who  have 
done  so  none  are  more  ardent  than  bit- 
ting Bull,  who  is  intensely    Indian  ic  all 

his  ideas.  „ 

"Your  Sioux  Indian  is  generally  a  verj- 
stoical  sort  of  a  fellow,  but  is  given  to 
fits  of  frenzied  excitation,  but  I  am  free 
to  confess  that  many  years  of  experience 
amongst  the  Sioux  failed  to  develop  any- 
thing like  deep,  religious  feeling  until 
this  summer.  Now  they  are  continually 
in  that  state  which  is  supposed  to  char- 
acterize the  negroes  of  the  South  during 
a  successful  revival.  They  are  com- 
pieteiy  given  up  to  praying  and  singing; 
exhorting  and  holdiog  religious  dances. 
"There  has  been  some  Christian  mis- 
sionary work  done  amongst  them,  and 
they  have  some  sort  of  savage  concep- 


tion of  the  Christian  creed  which  con- 
sists of  the  knowledge  of  the  Trinity 
and  an  especial  veneration  for  the  virgin. 
This  smattering  of  Christianity  includes 
some  sort  of  conception  of  the  millennium 
and  this  they  believe  is  at  hand.  Their 
practice  of  Christianity  is  very  uncouth, 
and  they  have  simply  adapted  the  faith 
to  their  savage  customs,  and  the  result 
is  something  that  might  be  dreaded  if 
they  were  not  so  completely  under  con- 
trol. Their  idea  of  the  millennium  is 
that  the  Godhead  will  descend  to  the 
earth  in  the  form  of  a  man,  and  that  his 
mission  is  the  destruction  of  the  white 
man  and  the  restoration  of  the  Indian 
to  his  ancient  rights  and  freedom;  that 
this  time  is  fast  approaching  and  may 
be  looked  for  next  year,"

Chicago,  Nov.  8.— "The  result  in  Mich- 
igan was,  I  believe,  as  great  a  surprise 
to  the  democrats  as  to  the  republicans," 
said  Senator  Stockbridge  to  the  reporter 
o*  a  local  paper  yesterday.

News  of  the    Yachtsmen;    O'Connor 

Talks  of  Australia  and  the 

Oarsmen. 


Chicago,  Nov.  8.— A.  Ij.  Johnson,  the 
Cleveland  baseball  magoate,  arrived  in 
Chicago  yesterday  and  left  last  night. 
He  came  on  a  twofold  mission;  first,  to 
see  Mr.  Spalding  and  talk  over  the  mat- 
ter of  a  compromise,  and  second,  to  see 
Mr.  Addison  and  find  out  what  he  means 
to  do  with  the  clu  b. 

He  came,  it  is  said,  in  response  to  a 
telegraphic  invitation  from  Mr.  Spald- 
ing. He  was  seen,  and  when  asked  what 
his  ideas  of  a  compromise  were,  said: 
"I  say  frankly  that  I  do  not  think  there 
will  be  a  compromise.  My  idea  of  one 
is  for  the  clubs  to  get  together,  each  to 
have  30  per  cent  of  the  stock.  This 
does  not  seem  to  suit,  however.  We 
are  in  shape  now  to  go  on  with  the 
fight"  

Sporting  News. 

No  event  of  recent  years  has 
aroused  yachtsmen  on  this  side  of  the 
water  so  much  as  the  action  of  the 
Royal  Victoria  club  of  England  in  de- 
ciding to  offer  an  international  cup  to 
be  sailed  for  next  summer  at  Cowes. 

The  arrangements  are  not  all  com- 
pleted yet,  but  everything  will  be  made 
ready  in  time  for  a  series  of  races  in 
August,  1891.  The  terms  of  the  con- 
tract will  be  very  simple,  ^nd  the  deed 
of  gift  will  be  as  brief  as  the  original 
document  which  accompanied  the  cele- 
brated cup  won  by  the  old  yacht  Amer- 
ica over  thirty  years  ago  in  English 
waters.  If  Boston's  amateur  skippers 
bring  that  new  cup  back  it  will  be  a  sad 
blow  to  yacht  racing  about  New  York 
harbor. 

The  action  of  the  Royal  Victoria 
Yacht  club  is  nothing  more  than  could 
have  been  expected.  In  fact,  such  a 
movement  on  the  part  of  British  yachts 
men  was  looked  for  last  spring,  when 
the  latest  revised  edition  of  the  new 
Schuyler  deed  of  gift  was  put  on  record 
The  terms  of  this  document  have  been 
declared  so  unfair  by  the  Eoglish  gen- 
tlemen sailors  that  no  more  challenges 
will  ever  be  sent  here  by  them  and  thus 
the  new  Royal  Victoria  Yacht  club's  cup 
will  t  k^  the  pi  cd  of  the  old  Amer- 
ica's piece  of  silverware.  AH  appear- 
ances indicate  that  there  will  be  lively 
competition  for  the  Royal  Victoria's 
emblem  next  season  and  interest  in  the 
matter  has  cauhed  a  revival  of  the  old 
enthusiasm  over  international  racing. 

Mr.  August  Belmont,  Jr.'s,  new  forty- 
six-footer  Mineola  has  advanced  as  far 
as  the  completion  of  the  plans  by  De 


signer  Burgess.  She  will  be  exclusive- 
ly a  racing  machine,  and  will  show  some 
important  modifications  from  the  models 
of  the  cup  winners  of  the  past  season. 
Mineola  will  have  a  beam  12  feet  6 
inches,  which  is  less  than  his  present 
Mariquita,  and  about  six  inches  wider 
than  Gossoon,  the  champion  of  this 
class.  Mineola  will  have  a  larger  bilge 
than  Gossoon  and  a  midship  section 
with  curves  not  so  easy  as  that  famous 
sloop.  She  is  also  designed  to  be  a  boat 
of  less  power  than  Mariquita  in  propor- 
tion to  dimensions,  and  will  require  less 
sail  to  drive  her  through  the  water.  She 
will  be  a  keel  boat,  and  will  have  an 
enormous  amount  of  lead  in  her  keel. 

Mr.  Burgess  is  also  to  build  a  forty 
six-footer  for  Cornelius  Vanderbilt. 

William  O'Connor,  the  champion  oars- 
man of  America,  who  arrived  home  at 
Toronto  latt  week  from  his  Australian 
trip,  speaks  highly  of  the  'treatment  he 
received  while  away,  says  The  Sporting 
Life.  "I  found  Australia  very  hot  w^hen 
1  reached  Sydney  in  March,"  he  said, 
"and  went  to  the  mountains  for  a  week 
or  so.  During  the  remainder  of  my  stay 
the  climate  agreed  with  me  perfectly, 
and  I  was  in  the  best  of  health.  I  was 
a  long  time  there  and  had  much  diffi- 
culty before  I  could  get  a  race.  They 
were  row  ng  and  making  matches  with 
each  other,  and  didn't  pay  any  attention 
to  my  challenge  until  the  newspapers 
and  public  opinion  forced  them  to.  I 
was  very  near  coming  away  without  a 
race;  a  few  days  more  would  have 
have  settled  it  that  way. 

"At  last  I  got  on  a  race  with  Stans- 
bury,  as  you  know,  and  that  was  not  for 
the  championship.  He's  a  big,  strong 
fellow,  and  a  great  sculler,  though  he 
has  a  peculiar  style.  He  can  strike  very 
fast.  He  rowed  one  trial  there,  going 
thirty-three  in  the  first  minute  and  fin- 
ishing at  thirty-four  strokes.  The  high 
rig,  of  course,  aids  in  fast  striking  I 
took  to  that  style  when  I  went  there, 
and  when  I  got  into  condition  it  was  too 
close  to  race  day  to  make  a  change  to 
my  old  style,  though  I  could  have  done 
better  and  felt  more  at  home  in  the  old 
way." 

^"The  high  rig,"  said  Hanlan,  who  was 
one  of  O'Connor's  callers,  "calls  into  play 
different  sets  of  muscles,  and  a  man 
can't  get  the  full  benefit  of  it  in  months. 
You  would  have  done  better  to  stick  to 
your  own  style  of  rig." 

"The  Parramatta,"  continued  O'Con- 
ner,  "is  a  poor  course  on  account  of  the 
tide  that  rushes  out  of  its  bays.  You 
can't  see  half  a  mile  ahead  of  you  at  any 
place  in  it.  1  was  in  good  shape  when  I 
rowed.  I  never  did  more  work  for  a 
race,  and  I  never  had  better  boats  or 
more  of  them.  They  haven't  much  to 
learn  out  there  about  sculling,  building 
or  rigging  boats  or  making  oars,  and  no- 
body can  go  there  and  beat  Kemp  or 
Stansbury.  I  think  Peter  Kemp  is  the 
better  of  the  two.  He  certainly  hafe  more 
pace. 

An  Exciting  Trap  8hoot. 

Chicago,  Nov.  8. — Great  interest  is 
msnifested  in  trap-shooting  circles  in 
the  coming  matches  between  the  picked 
teams  of  Chicago  and  Kansas  City.which 
takes  place  at  the  latter  city  next  week. 
Much  rivalry  of  a  friendly  nature  has 
been  developed  between  the  two  cities, 
and  since  the  defeat  of  the  Chicago  team 
last  March  this  feeling  has  increased 
until  gun  circles  of  both  cities  are 
worked  up  to  a  high    pitch.      The  Chi- 


cago teams  wil'  leave  here  tomorrow 
morning,  and  elaborate  arrangements 
for  their  entertainment  have  been  made 
by  those  in  charge  at  Kansas  City.

A  Small  Democratic  Boom  for   the    Presi- 
dency. 

Philadelphia,  Nov.  8. — When   Murat 

Halstead,  in  an  interview   at    Baltimore 

yesterday,    predicted    that    Robert     E. 

Pattison  of  Pennsylvania,  who  defeated 
Delamater  fo»*  governor,  would  be  the 
next  democratic  candidate  for  president, 
he  struck  the  key  note  of  the  intentions 
of  those  who  have  Pattison's  interests  in 
charge.  Ever  since  the  young  democrat 
last  filled  the  gubernatorial  chair  he  has 
been  carefully  boomed  as  a  presidential 
possibility  by  such  veteran  moulders  of 
public  opinion  as  Col.  Alexander  Mc- 
Clure,  William  M.  Singerley,  and  some 
of  the  representative  democrato  of  this 
state. 

Senator  Quay's  course  in  the  recent 
campaign,  the  manner  in  which  he  forced 
his  candidate  upon  the  party  in  the  face 
of  the  fact  that  Gen.  Hastings  was  the 
favorite  and  the  personal  unpopularity 
of  Delamater  gave  the  friends  of  Patti- 
son an  unexpected  and  unlooked  for  op- 
portunity of  again  bringing  their  man 
to  the  front.

Nothing  but  Pattison  presidential  talk 
is  now  being  heard  in  democratic  circles, 
and  not  only  is  the  young  governor-elect 
now  formally  regarded  as  a  presidential 
possibility,  but  it  would  be  almost  safe 
to  prophesy  that  a  solid  democratic  dele- 
gation in  his  interest  will  go  from  the 
Keystone  state  to  the  next  democratic 
national  convention. 

"The  two  Ps,"  said  an  old  experienced 
democratic  politician  today,  "Pattison  of 
Penngylvania  and  Palmer  of  Illinoit, 
would  make  a  powerful  running  team, 
and  would  take  both  of  those  states  out 
of  the  republican  column  in  the  next 
presidential  campaign."

Which    Woula    be    a    Most    Excellent 

Scheme  if  it  Could  be  Brought 

About. 


There  has  been  but  one'all-atsorbing 
topic  of  interest  this  week^ election,  and 
although  real  estate  has  not  been  neg- 
lected, t'  ere  has  not  been  such  a  heavy 
movement  as  might  be  besired.  There 
has,  however,  been  a  good  inquiry  and 
prices  remain  tirm  and  Jdteady.  Real  es- 
tate men  generally  are  confident  tltat 
the  market  will  remain  firm  and  they 
have  no  fear  of  a  setback  Irom 
the  recent  Hurry.  Acres,  that 
commodity  which  has  been  the 
delight  of  the  amateur  real  estate  dealer, 
and  those  monsters  who  are  anxious  to 
make  a  quick  turn  on  a  small  invest- 
ment have  been  in  only  fair  deman-l  the 
past  week,  still  quite  a  numl.er  of  good 
sales  have  been  vn'  Je.  It  is  not  because 
investor*  do  not  want  more  acres  that 
more  saletj- are  not  made,  but  becaute  it 
is  extremely  difficult  to  seo'ure  them  it. 
desirable  l"  i  ..tions.  Several  snles  in 
4<»  15,  one  a  ^10,00  deal,  have  been 
made,  and  a  few  acres  near  New  Duluth 
and  Iron!  >n  have  changed  owners 

DuiutI  proper  has  been  a  good  plat  i 
for  mveet.nent  during  tlie  week,  [n  the 
Second  .'ivisiou  two  ^Iw^H'  and  ooe 
S15,C.':>  deals  have  been  closed  and  in 
tl  e  Third  'iv  dion  one  8UM  3  and  sev- 
eral smaller  deals.  Inside  property  is 
always  gc>o.l  stutf  to  ^*!ly  and  prices  are 
advaneiog  steadily.  End  ion,  Portland 
and  Harrihrons  divisions  are  regarded  «s 
gilt-edge  properly  and  a  numtjer  of  sales 
have  been  made. 

Since  the  Clover  lli'l  addition  was  ivut 
on  the  market  nearly  C;TO,lJO  wonli  of 
property  has  been  sold  and  nearly  the 
enti'-e  plat  has  been  sold.  Other  prop- 
erty on  tie  mctor  line  is  in  good  de- 
ma'od.  In  West  Duluth  realty  has  been 
the  most  active  in  the  F<.urth  and  Fifth 
division  and  CJrassy  P"irt  addition. 

"People  who  deal  to  any  extent  in  real 
estate,"  ea id  an  old  liroker,  "often  wish 
it  had  a  tixed  value,  like  dry  goods  or 
some  other  staple  article.  One  of  the 
greatest  drawbacks  to  the  business  is 
this  uncertainty  about  a  price.  A  man 
owns  a  piece  of  property  which  he  wants 
badly  t^tsell.  Naturally  he  wants  to  get 
as  good  a  price  as  it  is  possible  for  him 
to  get,  and  in  self  defense  is  ..bliged  to 
name  a  figure  higher  than  the  actual 
value  of  the  land  simply  because  almost 
everybody  does  the  same.  It  is  so  com- 
mon in  Duluth  for  buyers  and  sellers  to 
haggle  over  a  price  that  every  I  od>  who 
is  accust.  raed  to  buy  real  estate  here 
insists  upon  a  reduction  of  the 
price  named,  even  if  it  appears 
to  be  the  actual  value  of  the  prop- 
erty. I  have  a  deal  now  pending 
which  illustrates  the  poirt  which  I  wish 
to  make.  A  cusUimer  of  mine  has  a 
piece  of  property  which  '  e  is  extremely 
anrious  to  sell  and  set  a  figure  81,2C3  in 
excess  of  the  amwunt  he  wanted  to  get 
for  the  property,  expecting  to  shade 
down  to  the  price  demanded  by  a  buyer. 
I  found  some  one  who  wanted  t'  >  buy 
and,  just  as  was  expected,  he  insisted 
the  price  was  too  high,  and  the  owner 
threw  off  the  $i'2Cd  as  a  compromise. 
The  buyer  wimld  get  a  bargain  at  that 
figure,  but  he  is  not  satisfied  with  that 
and  refuses  to  pay  any  more  than  an 
am(junt,  which  is  less  by  $1(  .0  than  the 
value  of  the  property.  All  this  time  is 
wasted  and  W3  will  have  to  hunt  for 
another  buyer. 

"Suc*i  is  t lie  experience  of  every  real 
estate  dealer.  We  are  all  anxious  for 
some  reform  in  the  matter  of  values, 
which  are  estiiaaledo'eTerently  byevery- 
botly  who  ijas  anytl  '-o^  to  do  with  tl-e 
business.  DiiTerent  localities  on  the 
same  street  are  worth  more  money  V  an 
others,  but  owners  do  not  take  this  iaU) 
consideiati'  a.  A  snle  may  be  made  at 
§103  a  foot,  and  come  to  the  knowledge 
of  a  man  who  owns  on  the  same  street 
half  a  mile  away.  He  at  once  values 
his  pr<  perty  at  $4GJ  a  foot,  when  it  may 
be  worth  only  §150,  'ecause  the  sur- 
roundings may  be  such  as  w  II  injure 
the  salable  value  of  his  property,  while 
in  the  first  instance  the  surroundings 
are  such  that  there  is  an  active  deai?nd 
for  it.  If  there  was  <mly  so^ie  way 
possible  for  making  an  exact 
value  of  property  it  would  l*e  a  great 
Ijoon  n<.t  only  t'»  tlie  real  estate  dealers 
but  to  the  owners  and  buyers  of  prop- 
erty as  well.  With  »  me  fixed  standard 
the'' e  W'.uld  be  less  possibility  for  un- 
principleil  persons  to  chtat  inexperi- 
ence* ■^.

The  Smith  row  of  apartment  houses 
on  First  street  and  Thirteenth  avenue 
I  east  is  the  most  complete  in  modern 
convenience  and  costliest  of  any  of 
Duluth 's  fine  rows.  The  row  was  built 
by  H.  A.  and  F.  W.  Smith,  its  cost  bemg 
about  ^0,000.  There  are  fifteen  sepa- 
rate houses  in  the  structure,  which  ex- 
tends for  300  feet  on  First  street,  corner- 
ing on    Thirteenth    avenue    east.    The 

architecture  is  of  the  Ronanesque  type, 
the  tirst  story  being  of  brownstone,  the 
other  two  of  red  pressed  brick,  with 
facings  and  trimmings  of  brown  stone. 

Storerooms  and  closets  are  numer- 
ous, and  each  apartment  is  provided 
with  bathrooms.  The  arched  front  en- 
trance opens  into  a  large  hall— which  is 
really  a  sitting  room — while  a  parlor, 
diningroom  and  kitchen  make  up  the 
plan  of  tlie  tirst  floor.  Light  to  the  hall 
comes  from  a  well,  windowed  with 
colored  glass.  The  other  two  floors  con- 
tain three  chambers  and  large  hallway 
each. 

The  interior  finish  is  in  hardwoods  of 
different  kinds,  and  carved  mantels 
grace  each  hall  and  parlor.  The  houses 
are  furnished  with  modern  conveniences, 
and  the  latest  improved  electric  appli- 
ances. The  heating  is  done  from  boilers 
situated  under  the  row  at  Thirteenth 
avenue,  from  which  steam  pipes  carry 
heat  to  all  the  apartments.

All  sorts  of  honest  and  successful  in- 
dustry are  honorable,  whether  it  be 
through  the  avenue  of  literature  or 
dreeged  beef.  Success  is  the  mark  of 
public  approval,  and  continued  success 
the  certificate  of  integrity.  It  was 
honorable  for  Gen.  Grant  to  canvass  for 
a  book  or  tan  skins.  It  was  honorable 
for  Vanderbilt  to  farm  it  or  run  a  ferry. 
It  was  honorable  for  Gould  to  survey 
Delaware  county  with  a  wheelbarrow 
and  a  line-tooth  comb.  It  was  honor- 
able for  the  older  Astor  to  skin  musk- 
rats  and  swap  brass  collar  buttons  to 
the  Indians  for  beaver  skins  if  the  noble 
red  man  suffered  for  collar  buttons. 
What  I  dislike  is  for  the  descendant  of 
Mr.  Astor  to  cultivate  such  a  big  robust 
and  malignant  case  of  hauteur.  He 
visited  Chicago  some  time  ago  and 
stated  in  an  interview,  which  he  had 
arranged  for  as  soon  as  he  could  attend 
to  it,  that  the  people  of  Chicago  fre- 
quently sat  on  the  front  steps  ai  d  that 
vieitors  were  met  at  the  door  by  the 
housemaid.  Thereby  covertly  intimat- 
ing that  Mr.  Astor  is  in  the  habit  of 
answering  the  door  himself. 

Potsibly,  however,  Mr.   Astor  keeps    a 
toan  who  answers  the  door  bell  and  does 
Dothii  g  else  hardly.    That    may  be,  but 
it  is  only  a  few  brief  autumns  since   the 
brave  and  sturdy    mother  of  the  Astor 
race  came  around  from  the  spring  house 
to  greet  the  guest  in  her  stocking  feet, 
and    the    greeting    was   none  the    less 
cordial  eyether  for    a'  that    and  a'  that. 
We  should  not  be  held    responsible    for 
the  errors  and  acquired  snobbery  of  our 
grandchildren,     F'rom  the  deep  recesses 
of  the  unborn  future  there    may    come 
some  day  a    great-grandchild    who    will 
inherit  my  wealth  and  name,   and  while 
I  squirm  about  in  my   close  fitting  tomb 
he  may  have  a  valet  to  dress  him  in  the 
morning  and  train  up  his  whiskers  on  a 
trellis,  and  he  may  visit    Chicago,  where 
his  ancestors  had  been  so  generously  and 
BO  hospitably  treated  years  before,    and 
when  he  goes  home  to    England  or  Tux- 
edo he  may  send  for  a  reporter   and  tell 
him  how  his  refined  nature  was  shocked 
all  the  time  he  was  away. 

Glancing  hastily  from  Mr.  Astor  to  the 
Chicago  stock  yards,  I  will  say  that  few 
realize,  or  can  do  so,  the  magnitude  of 
this  one  institution  of  Chicago.  We  can 
hardly  imagine  1280  acres  of  ground 
covered  with  meat,  to  speak  plainly; 
1280  acres  almost  covered  at  least  with 
the  business  of  converting  live  stock 
into  food  for  man.  I  had  never  before 
visited  this  institution,  and  so  I  went 
there  all  dressed  up,  in  order  to  make  an 
impression  on  the  working  classes. 

Shortly  after  my  arrival  it  came  on  for 
to  rain,  and  having  came  on  for  that 
purpose  it  removed  its  coat,  suspenders 
and  hat,  and  rained  more  earnestly  and 
more  vociferously  than  anywhere  else  I 
ever  saw  it  outside  of  Ireland,  I  wore  a 
frock  coat,  patent  leather  shoes  and  a 
silk  hat.  After  a  while  the  mud,gore  and 
hair,  to  say  nothing  of  lard  and  disar- 
ranged liver,  gave  me  a  blase  look  that 
attracted  attention  when  I  got  back  on 
State  street.  One  man  whom  I  did  not 
know  askad  me  if  there  had  been  any 
trouble  or  a  strike  at  the  stock  yards. 

The  visitor  is  apt  to  go  first  to  the  as- 
sassinating department.  I  remember 
butchering  day  at  home  when  I  was  a 
boy.  It  was  different  from  this.  We 
had  generally  about  three  shotes  to  kill, 
and  we  waited  most  alw  ays  until  the 
weather  was  so  cold  that  we  could  not 
plow.    Then  we  butchered.    We    began 


and  told  me  that  I  was  losing  a  million 
or  so  unnecessaTily.  I  froze  to  him  till 
he  toM  me  how.  We  found  that  our  big 
reservoi'-s  containing  water,  and  in 
which  we  give  the  beef  a  bath  to  sort  f)f 
cool  it  and  close  up  the  pores,  had  been 
emptied  into  the  Chicago  river  for  years, 
carrying  with  it  the  bouquet  of  the'  beef. 
We  now  condense  and  compress  this  nu- 
tritious juice  till  we  get  the  most  stimu- 
lating and  the  most  delectable  extract 
of  beef  that  ever  gladdened  the  totter- 
ing stomach  of  an  invalid  or  a  child." 

And  so  it  goes.  It  seems  that  an  adult 
steer  can  afford  more  real,  pure  joy  by 
his  de.'ith  than  any  other  animal,  unless 
it  be  the  wife-beater.  I  am  told  that 
when  fi  wife-beater  sits  for  his  dealh- 
mask,  on  a  stiii  day,  you  can  hear  the 
angels  applauding. 

At  Swift's  establishment  they  have 
two  odd  animals,one  a  steer  called  Judas 
and  the  other  a  sheep  called  Iscariot. 
Each  of  these  animals  has  a  winning 
way  with  his  set,  and  is  utilized  for  the 
purpose  of  leading  his  fellows  into  the 
slaughter  pen  even  against  their  better 
judgment.

Skipping  gayly  through  the  ruins  of 
former  beef  creatures  and  the  tottering 
relics  of  nude  hogs  that  have  been 
snatched  from  the  glad  sunlight  and 
yielding  mud  of  Illinois  to  deluge  the 
abattors  of  this  great  commercial  town 
with  their  bright  young  blood,  I  would 
like  to  yark  the  great  parlor  ornament 
clothed  in  a  white  flannel  suit  and  his 
unwavering  admiration  of  himself,  while 
cheery  young  butchers  pinned  to  his 
coat-tails  yard  upon  yard  of  the  future 
home  of  the  sausage.  It  may  be  a  cruel 
wish,  but  when  a  man  outshines  me 
socially  I  cannot  help  it;  I  almost  hate 
bim-  Bill  Nye.

After  some  delay  we  succeeded  in  re- 
moving the  bristles  also  some  of  the 
pelt  and  I  began  the  delicate  operation 
of  prying  into  and  exposing  the  animal's 
complex  works.

She  does 
not  overburden  herself  with  vitals  that 
way.  Just  give  a  hen  two  or  three  little 
fixings  of  that  kind  and  she  will  go 
around  perfectly  contented.  But  it  is 
not  so  with  a  hog.  I  never  saw  a  hog 
that  knew  when  he  had  enough  of  any- 
thing. 

In  the  early  days  they  used  to  assess 
people  here  at  the  stock  yards  for  beer 
money,  and  then  if  they  did  not  get  it 
they  would  pelt  the  visitor  with  frag- 
ments of  liver  and  such  little  testi- 
monials of  respect  as  that.  So  it  was  a 
custom  even  among  temperance  people 
to  give  them  the  money.  It  was  so  until 
one  day  an  English  capitalist,  who  owned 
a  large  share  of  one  packing  house  got  a 
steer's  lung  down  the  back  of  his  neck 
and  eighteen  feet  of  sausage  wound 
around  his  silk  hat,  and  he  spoke  of  it  in 
terms  of  resentment  to  the  superintend- 
ent.   Then  it  was  changed. 

The  sausage  machine  is  one  of  the  most 
intelligent  that  I  ever  saw.  The  Havana 
wrapper  is  pulled  on  over  a  metallic 
spout,  and  then  by  a  terrific  force  ex- 
erted above  the  sausage  meat  reservoir 
the  whole  thing  is  pushed  through  this 
spout  into  the  wrapper,  and  yard  upon 
yard  of  this  delicious  bivalve  is  reeled 
off  while  you  wait. 

One  house  takes  the  lives  of  2400  pigs 
per  day,  and  they  are  chilled  and  ready 
for  the  table  by  night.  Mr.  Armour  per-

Katherine  Armstrong  in  The  New  York 
Observer  give's  the  following  sugges- 
tions: "If  the  housekeeper  prefers 
stained  floors,  the  following  is  an  excel- 
lent recipe  and  easily  applied:  Take 
one-third  of  turpentine  and  two  thirds 
boiled  linseed  oil  with  a  little  'Japanese 
dryer'  added.  Buy  a  can  of  burnt  sienna. 
This  gives  a  rich,  reddish  brown.  Mix 
it  very  gradually  with  the  paint,  having 
it  quite  thin,  so  it  will  run  readily.  Lay 
it  on  with  a  good-sized  brush,  atroking 
the  brush  the  way  of  the  grain  of  the 
wood.  Put  on  several  coats,  allowing 
each  to  perfectly  dry.  Lastly,  give  the 
floor  a  good  coat  of  varnish,  and  when 
well  dry  it  will  be  found  as  satisfactory 
as  a  stained  floor  can  be,  and  easily  kept 
clean.  The  varnish  gives  it  the  appear- 
ance of  real  wood  polished.  It  only  re- 
quires to  be  dusted  and  wiped  off  with 
an  oily  cloth."

I^ifeboat  Models. 

New  York  Journal:  A  scheme  for 
testing  the  various  kinds  of  lifeboats  by 
means  of  models  of  reduced  size  has 
been  proposed  by  J.  Corthell,  an  Eng 
lish  naval  architect,  who  has  spent 
twenty  years  in  collecting  drawings  and 
valuable  information  concerning  the 
chief  types  of  boats  now  in  use.  By  his 
plan  an  ordinary  self-righting  lifeboat, 
34  feet  long  and  1%  feet  wide,  would  be 
represented  by  a  model  141.^  feet  long 
and  354  fe«t  wide,  weighing  500  pounds. 
The  cost  of  half  a  doz^n  such  models, 
representing  the  most  important  and 
divers  forms  of  lifeboats,  would  be  about 
$UXX),  and  $500  more  would  remunerate 
the  crews.

Aerating  Milk. 

The  New  York  dairy  commissioner 
says  that  milk  can  be  sent  further  and 
will  be  in  a  better  state  for  use  when 
aerated  down  to  ihe  temperature  of  the 
atmosphere  than  when  chilled  and  sent 
on  ice.  The  process  is  very  simple,  and 
consists  in  allowing  the  milk  to  run  from 
one  receptacle  to  another  in  fine  streams, 
Bo  as  to  rovae  thoroughly  in  contact  with 
pure  air.  It  should  not  be  done  in  the 
bam  or  stable,  but  out  of  doors  where 
the  air  is  purest.  If  nothing  better  is 
at  hand,  let  it  run  through  an  old  colan- 
der two  or  three  times.  A  better  ar- 
rangement is  a  set  of  i>erforated  pans 
one  above  the  other,  through  which  the 
milk  may  run  in  fine  streams.  It  is  held 
that  tyrotoxicon  poison  is  generated  in 
cream  for  the  want  of  proper  aeration, 
and  that  unaerated  milk  is  the  great 
enemy  of  infants  and  the  great  cause  of 
cholera  infantum.

and  a  barbershop  which  it  is  paid  will  be 
equal  to  the  Eden  rjf  the  Palmer    house 

Ascending  a  flight  of  niarole  stair^; 
twelve  feet  wide  the  visitor  arrives  on 
the  main  ;!ock.  On  one  side  (if  the  en- 
trance is  an  elegantly-furnished  ladies' 
waitingroom,  S.jxT")  feet.  Optosite  is  a 
simi'ar  room  for  gentlemen,  with  smok- 
ingr.  om  and  billiard  hall  adjoining.

Philadelphia  Record:  The  laying  of  a 
double  pneumatic  tube  line  betweef 
this  city  and  New  Yorjf  for  the  rapid 
transmission  of  packages  seems  com 
a-sured  There  are  many  Philadelphians 
interested  in  this  project,  among  t''em 
b'-ing  John  and  Felix  Bradley,  Jamet. 
Sweeney  and  Joseph  Trainer,  beside  S 
F.  Leake,  the  inventor  of  the  new  ayn- 
tem  anO  the  principal  promoter  of  the 
ente*^ prise.  Mr.  Leake  and  John  Brad- 
ley are  now  in  New  York  perfectin^i 
plans  tor  the  laying  of  the  trial  tub** 
between  Newark  and  Jertsev  City,  ano 
look in^r  after  other  matters  prelimiuary 
to  building  the  whole  plant. 

it    is    generally    agreed    among     the 
leaders  that  the    capital    stxuk    of    tti' 
company  will  be  810,000,000,  but  the  d^- 
tads  concerninjf  the   dispo-ition    of    th- 
stock  have  not  been    dettuitely    settled 
It  was  originally  intended  to  t-ell   sharei- 
for  about  twenty-tive    cents    ai'ie  -e,    in 
order  to  make  the  company  popular.

Mr.  Leake  has  S'x  patents,  all  taken 
out  on  July  8,  of  the  present  year,  two 
of  which  pertain  to  the  switches,  two  to 
the  receivers,  and  two  to  the  "bl<  cks  o! 
air"  system.  Twelve  eminent  engineers 
frcm  tlitferent  parts  of  the  country  have 
been  asked  to  examine  the  tube  and  iii- 
appurtenances,  and  all  have  pronounceo 
the  system  perfect  eo  far  as  their  knowl 
edi;e  goes. 

The  tubes  will  be  two  feet  in  diameter 
and  made  of  copper.  They  are  to  be 
laid  underground  in  a  pretty  direct  line 
between  the  two  cities.  The  Delaware 
river  will  be  crossed  in  the  neijihb  tr- 
hood  of  Tacony,  the  tubes  being  IhI  I  on 
the  bottom  of  the  stream.  Pwckag' s, 
papers  and  letters  will  be  dispatched 
from  an  office,  and  the  switches  will  b^ 
manipulated  by  the  agents  who  send 
them.  For  instance,  if  a  bundle  of 
papers  is  put  in  the  tube  at  Philadel- 
phia destined  for  the  way  siation  at 
Trenton,  the  agent  here,  as  he  starts 
the  bundle,  turns  the  switch  at  Trenton 
by  merely  touching  a  button.  If  the 
switch  turns  all  right  an  automatic 
hand,  working  on  the  principle  of  a  com- 
mon annunciator,  so  indicates. 

The  little  cars  which  carry  the  pack- 
ages are  prevented  from  telescoping  each 
other  by  means  of  compressed  air.  The 
receiver  into  which  the  cars  drop 
or  are  stopped  at  the  end  of 
the  journey  is  also  a  com 
pressed  air  apparatus.  Mr.  Leake,  the 
inventor,  has  said  that,  although  it  seems 
a  simple  thing,  this  was  one  of  the  very 
hardest  to  make  work  successfully.  The 
velocity  of  the  cars  is  four  miles  a  min- 
ute, ©r'eight  times  the  speed  of  an  or- 
dinary express  train.  How  to  stop  the 
car  without  smashing  its  contents  was  a 
knottv  problem,  but  compres-ed  air 
solved  it. 

It  is  proposed  to  make  the  rate  for 
transportation  reasonably  low,  and  by  so 
doing  a  large  part  of  the  telephone  and 
telegraph  business  between  the  two 
cities  will  be  c;  ptured  by  the  tube  peo- 
ple. Since  a  car  can  be  whirled  to  New 
York  and  back  again  in  45  minutes,  a 
letter  can  be  sent  to  a  business  Arm  and 
an  answer  received  about  as  quickly  as 
a  teleijraph  meesige  and  answer  can 
now  be  exchanged.  Banking  houses  will 
be  greatly  beuetited  by  this  quick  com- 
munication, as  will  newspapers  which 
now  use  special  railroad  trails  to  get 
their  editions  out  of  the  city.

MiNNKAPOLi.s,  Nov.  10.— [Special  to 
The  Herald.]— Sergeant  Gustaf son  of  the 
third  precinct  station,  yesterday  brought 
a  7-year-old  boy,  named  Johnny  Braco, 
to  the  Central  station.  The  boy  has  been 
living  with  his  uncle,  Charles  Braco,  a 
peddler,  1415  Eleventh  avenue  south,  and 
neighbors  in  the  vicinity  charge  that  he 
is  guilty  of  gross  cruelty  to  the  boy.  The 
little  fellow's  legs  and  body  show  the 
marks  of  the  horsewhip,  which  it  is 
charged  Braco  usesto  administer  punish- 
ment. A  complaint  has  been  preferred 
against  Braco. 

If  all  accounts  be  true,  it  is  one  of  the 
most  terrible  cases  of  cruelty  to  children 
that  has  yet  l>een  exposed.  Officer 
Tatro  of  the  S.  P.  C.  A.,  worked  on  it  all 
day  yesterday,  getting  the  witnesses  and 
evidence.  "Brace  is  a  fruit  dealer,"  said 
he  this  morning.  "He  gave  this  boy  a  lot 
of  fruit  to  pick  over  and  sort  in  a  given 
time.  The  boy  failed  to  accomplish 
the  task  and  was  horribly  beaten  in  con- 
sequence. Braco  with  a  sharp  knife  cut 
off  the  lad's  fingernails  below  the  quick 
BO  that  every  finger  bled  and  covered  his 
body  with  blood. 

Then  he  tied  the  boy  fast  and  gagged 
him  BO  that  he  could  make  no  outcry. 
Braco  then  ordered  his  wife  to  beat  the 
boy.  She  did  so  luctily,  and  when  she 
grew  tired  he  took  the  whip  and  com- 
pleted the  flaggellating.  Then  he 
turned  the  boy  out  of  doors  and 
threatened  if  be  ever  came  back  to  cut 
his  heart  out.  That  night  and  for  three 
succeeding  nights  he  had  slept  in  the 
brush,  afraid  to  go  back  home.  Friday 
night  was  bitter  cold,  and  he  was  in  a 
terrible  condition  when  we  found  him 
Saturday. 

"The  neighbors  had  fed  him  but  he 
had  slept  out  doors.  His  body  was 
black  and  blue  from  head  to  foot,  and 
in  many  places  the  skin  had  '^een  broken 
by  the  beating  he  had  received.  Braco 
had  also  beaten  an  older  boy  badly  but 
this  was  the  worst  case  and  we  brought 
the  prosecution  on  it." 

The  CensuM  Cases. 
St.  Pail.,  Nov.  10.— rSpecial  to  Tlie 
Herald  ]— George  M.  Baxter,  special 
United  States  attorney  for  the  prosecu- 
tion of  the  census  cases  says  that  the 
cases  will  not  be  called  at  the  December 
term  at  Winona,  as  expected,  owing  to 
governmental  reasons.

THE  TRAVELED  INDIANS. 

Not    Much    Pleatturt*  Derived  From   Their 
ICuropeau  Trip. 

New  York,  Nov.  10.— Painted  Horse, 
one  of  the  Indians  from  the  Red  CJoud 
agency,  who  were  with  Dr.  Carver's 
show  in  Europe,  has  arrived  here  on  the 
Augusta  Victoria  today.  He  made  a 
long  statement,  in  which  he  charged 
both  Carver  and  Buffalo  Bill  with  great 
cruelty  toward  to  Irdians  under  their 
charge.  Painted  Horse  said  he  was  re- 
peatedly tied  up  until  he  could  endure 
no  further  suffering;  that  he  was  fed 
upon  "stinking  meat"  and  other  things 
wholly  unfit  for  food;  that  his  money 
was  taken  from  hiui,  and  when  he  asked 
its  return  he  received  only  |5.  He  said 
the  other  Indians  were  also  shamefully 
treated,  and  were  frequently  fired  ui)on 
with  both  blank  and  ball  cartridges,  and 
badly  wounded.  They  were  permitted 
to  have  all  the  whisky  wanted,  and 
when  under  itc  infiuence  they  often 
fought  among  themselves. 

Gen.  O'Brien  has  a  copy  of  the  agree- 
ment entered  into  by  the  Carver  combi- 
nation, in  which  good  treatment  to  In- 
dians is  specified  particularly  as  one 
of  the  conditions  of  their  engagement. 
A  copy  of  Painted  Horse's  statement  will 
be  forwarddd  to  the  secretary  of  the  in- 
terior and  to  the  Indian  commissioners. 
According  to  the  latest  advices  Buffalo 
Bill's  Indians  will  arrive  in  Philadelphia 
naxt  Thursday. 

The  River  Closed.

The  trial  of  Mike  Brennan-  alias  New 
Orleans  Murphy— was  begun  this  morn- 
ing before  Judge  Stearns  in  the  district 
court.  A  large  crowd  of  spectators 
brought  together  out  of  morbid  curios- 
ity to  see  the  prisoner,  was  on  hand  long 
before  10  oclock,  the  hour  set  for  the 
•]  opening  of  the  trial. 

The  story  of  the  crime  for  which  Bren- 
nan is  being  tried  is  well  known  to  the 
people  of  Duluth.  On  the  evening  of 
July  28,  an  unknown  boy,  apparently 
about  20  years  of  age  was  brutally 
stabbed  on  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth 
dock.  Nothing  more  was  known  of  the 
boy  than  that  he  was  called  "Little 
Billy."  He  had  been  seen  in  company 
with  Brennan  in  various  saloons  on  Lake 
avenue  and  the  two  were  seen  to  go 
together  behind  some  box  cars  a  minute 
before  the  murder  was  committed. 
Several  witnesses  who  were  on  the  dock 
near  the  spot  where  the  murder  was 
committed,  saw  "Little  Billy"  run  out 
from  behind  the  car  and  heard  him  say, 
"Murphy  has  stabbed  me."  Murphy  or 
Brennan  disappeared  and  for  some  time 
no  trace  of  him  could  be  found.  The 
coroner's  jury  fastened  the  crime 
upon  him,  and  interest  in  the 
case  had  nearly  subsided  when  Chief 
McQuade  received  a  message  from  Chi- 
cago ihat  Murphy  was  under  arrest  in 
that  city.  He  was  brought  back  to  Du- 
luth on  Sept.  28,  and  at  the  preliminary 
examination  was  held  to  the  grand  jury 
on  the  charge  of  murder. 

Promptly  at  10  o'clock  Judge  Stearns 
took  his  seat  upon  the  bdnch  and  the 
work  of  empaneling  a  jury  from  the 
special  venire  was  begun.  County  At- 
torney Sherwood  appeared  for  the  state, 
and  Tinkham  and  Potter  conducted 
the  case  for  the  prisoner. 
The  latter,  when  he  was  brought  into 
court  appeared  a  trifle  nervous,  but 
aside  from  this  seemed  to  take  but  little 
interest  in  the  important  proceedings. 
Of  course  he  had  grown  paler  during  his 
confinement,  and  his  beard  appear^  a 
trifle  whiter  than  when  he  was  first 
brought  back  from  Chicago.  He  was 
neatly  dressed,  and  his  hair  and  beard 
were  carefully  combed  and  brushed. 
Altogether  he  looked  anything  but  a 
desperate  criminal.  J..  P.  Johnson, 
Judge  Daviee  and  Attorney  Schmeidt 
were  appointed  triers. 

The  first  name  drawn  from  the  box 
was  Nick  Young.  He  said  he  had  heard 
a  great  deal  about  the  case  and  had 
formed  an  opinion.  Challenge  for  actual 
bias  was  allowed  and  he  was  excused 

T.  W.  Thompson  had  read  the  papers 
and  heard  the  matter  discussed,  but  had 
never  formed  an  opinion.  He  resides  on 
the  Swan  Lake  road,  and  is  a  farmer. 
He  was  accepted  as  the  first  juror. 

Jeff  Daniels  said  be  lived  at  Pike 
Lake.  He  had  heard  but  little  of  the 
case  and  had  formed  no  opinion.  Per- 
emtory  challenge  by  the  defense.

Wm.  Fritz  had  heard  of  the  case,  but 
not  enough  to  form  an  opinion  Chal- 
lenge for  actual  bias  was  denied.  Per- 
emptory challenge  by  the  defense. 

Amond  Anderson  had  read  about  the 
case.  He  had  formed  no  opinion.  He 
had  no  prejudice  against  hanging.  He 
made  the  third  juror. 

Frederick  Krause  lives  at  Herman- 
town.  He  had  heard  about  the  case,  but 
thought  he  could  try  it  impartially.  He 
seemed  to  be  opposed  to  hanging  and 
the  state  challenged,  but  when  the  mat- 
ter was  explained  he  stated  most  em- 
phatically that  he  would  hang  the  pris- 
oner if  he  found  him  guilty.  He  was 
sworn. 

Thos.  Spellman  had  read  about  the 
case,  and  appeared  to  have  formed  an 
opinion.  Challenge  for  actual  bias 
allowed.  George  H.  Cannon  was  also 
challenged. 

Matthew  O'Meara  had  simply  a  news- 
paper impression  of  the  affair.  '  He  was 
accepted. 

T.  M.  Lee  had  formed  an  opinion 
which  would  require  evidence  to  re- 
move, but  was  not  prej  udiced.  He  made 
the  sixth. 

Samuel  Harris  had  read  of  the  case 
and  had  formed  a  slight  opinion.  He 
was  excused,  as  was  Murdoch    McLean. 

Henry  Haskins,  the  Farmers  alliance 
man,  had  read  of  the  case  and  had 
formed  an  impression.  He  did  not  object 
to  hanging.  Peremptory  chidlenge  by 
the  state. 

August  Selig  said  he  came  from  Ger- 
many. He  seemed  to  think  that  he  had 
never  become  a  citizen,  and  he  was  ex- 
cused. 

Samuel  Lundberg  had  formed  an 
opinion,  having  talked  with  Ed  Miller, 
the  witness.  A.  McComber  had  also 
heard  the  witness  Miller  talk  about  the 
case.  Joseph  Ryan  had  al^o  talked  with 
witnesses,  but  had  formed  no  opinion. 
He  did  not  believe  in  capital  punish- 
ment. 

August  Luck  lives  at  Hermantown. 
He  said  ho  could  read  some  but  had 
formed  no  oninion.  Premptory  chal- 
lenge by  ths  defense.    John  Demus  had 


formed  an  opinion.  Challenged  for  bias 
admitted.  John  Birmingham  had  heard 
about  the  case.

TERROR  IN  CHINATOWN. 

Two  Bands  Arrayed  Againgt  £acli  Other  to 
Kill. 

San  Franci.sco,  Nov.  10.— Terror 
reigns  in  the  Chinese  quarter.  The 
members  of  the  Suey  Ong  Tong  com- 
pany and  of  the  Hop  Sing  Tong  society 
are  on  the  lookout  to  take  each  other's 
lives.  The  guage  of  battle  was 
thrown  down  the  first  when 
Wong  Fook  Choy  was  shot  and 
killed  in  the  Washington  street  theater 
by  Dick  Ah  Tmg  while  defending  an 
actor  from  blackmail.  The  murd-irer 
who  was  a  member  the  Suey  Oag  Tonga, 
escaped. 

Bah  Guy,  of  tne  latter  society,  was 
shot  and  killed  on  Washington  street, 
the  third  and  a  comrade,Hi  Choy  Pu.was 
set  upon  and  badly  beaten  at  the  same 
time.  Not  content  with  taking  a  life  for 
the  one  which  they  had  lost, 
the  Hop  Sing  Tongs  exacted  an- 
other, and  the  night  of  election 
day  Hark  Ah  Yoe  was  shot  and  now  lies 
at  the  receiving  hospital  in  a  dying  con- 
dition. With  the  exception  of  the  farst 
murderer,  the  detectives  are  at  sea  as  to 
who  did  the  shooting. 

The  Chinese  consul  has  addressed  an 
order  to  tBe  warring  organizations,  com- 
manding them  to  refrain  from  quarrel- 
ing, but  detectives  who  have  charge  of 
the  Chinese  criminal  service  believe  that 
several  more  shooting  affrays  will  resuit 
before  the  two  societies  will  consider 
that  full  justice  has  been  meted  out 


JUDGE  THURSTON  TALKS. 

An  on  Year  and  a  Few  Other  Considei 
tions  Did  It. 

Chicago,  Nov.  10.— The  Hon.  John  M. 
Thurston,  the  president  of  the  republi- 
can league  clubs  of  the  United  States, 
arrived  this  morning  from  Omaha,  fresh 
from  the   Nebraska  campaign. 

In  response  to  the  query  as  to  what 
were  the  causes  which  lead  up  to  the  re- 
cent upheaval  in  Nebraska  Judge 
Thurston  said: 

"Several  causes  lead  up  to  the  so-called 
defeat,  viz:  The  apathy  of  an  off  year 
in  politics,  and  the  principal  thing 
among  voters  being  the  McKinley  bill. 
The  natural  tendency  of  prices  were  up- 
ward, among  which  can  be  named 
boots  and  shoes,  iron,  lumber 
and  other  commodities  although  the  tax 
was  reduced  upon  these  and  other  com- 
modities. Theorists  endeavored  to  ex- 
plain but  nobody  knows  why.  We 
struck  a  rising  market  with  the  passing 
of  the  McKinley  bill  and  all  of  this  is 
laid  to  it 

"Nebraska  has  not  gone  democratic  as 
the  entire  republican  state  ticket  is 
elected  except  the  election  of  Boyd  for 
governor.  Boyd  ran  6000  votes  ahead 
of  his  ticket  in  Omaha  on  the  prohibi- 
tion issue,  and  had  Richards  reoeived 
his  party  vote  in  Omaha  he  would  have 
been  elected. 

"Of  course  the  Fanners  alliance  is  just 
now  at  the  height  of  its  power.  It  is  or- 
ganized and  bound  together  as  closely  as 
any  secret  organization  and  this 
party  cast  a  surprisingly  large 
vote.  I  think  there  will  be 
a  revival  of  stalwartism  m 
the  republican  party,  such  as  to  make 
1892,  the  coming  presidential  election 
year,  a  great  republican  year.  The  re- 
publican workers  all  over  the  country 
did  not  take  an  active  part  in  this  cam- 
paign just  passed.  They  felt  as  though 
their  services  for  the  republican  partjr 
had  been  undervalued. 

"The  result  of  the  recent  elections  has 
not  put  an  end  to  the  Presidential 
chances  of  either  Wm.  B.  McKinley  or 
Thomas  B.  Reed,  but  it  has  probably 
postponed  their  dates.  Blaine  or  Alger 
will  be  winners  at  the  head  of  the  ticket 
in  1892,"    ___^

Missionary      Rally;     The      Sunday 
School   Convention;    Children 
at  Endion  Church. 


At  the  Pilgrim  Congregational  church 
laat  evening'  Rev.  E.  M.  Noyea  spoke 
upon  the  theme  "Is  there  a  Religion  for 
Men  *"  The  substance  of  the  sermon  was 
as  follows: 

A  stranger,  studying  social  institutions 
in  America,  might  conclude  that  religion 
was   largely  given   over   to   women  and 
children.      He  would   find    the  women 
outnumbering   the   men  in  the  member- 
Bhij*  of  the  churches  nearly  two  to  one; 
missionary   activity    committed   to    the 
women  in  constantly-increasing  measure; 
audiences  u.-^ually  containing  a  majority 
of  women    on    Sunday  and  always  at  a 
mid-week  service,  and  other  indications 
that  the   men  of  America  were  content 
,     to  show  toleration  or  only  a  patronizing 
interest  in  religion,  and  to  yield  the  place 
of  enthusiastic  service   largely  to  their 
WMves  and  sisters. 

Such  a  hasty  impression  would  not  be 
far  from  the  idea  that  prevails  to  a  large 
extent  among  young  men.       Religion  is 
to    be    treated    with    outward    respect; 
it      is      to      be       sustained       in       its 
orderly    services;      but     beyond    such 
respectful  interest    men    cannot    be  ex- 
pected to  go.     It  is  worth  while  to  study 
the  causes  of  such  a  false  impression  and 
cx)nsider  whether  they  are  local  and  tem- 
porary or  permanent.     Is  the    difficulty 
io  Christianity?    Is  it  a    religion  which 
fails  in  any  respect  of  adaptation  to  men 
and  their  needs?     If  we  are  to  construct 
a  religion  for  men  we  would  consider  es- 
sential that  it  should  satisfy  the  reason, 
both  ui  its  doctrines  and    its    demands. 
The  religion  of  Christ    meets    this  test. 
Men  are  not  now   neglecting   it  because 
of    skeptical    ditticulties.    Our    colleges 
have  undergone  a  great  change  in    their 
leligious    life    in    ten    years.     When    I 
graduated  from  Vale  the  leading  men  of 
my  class  were  skeptical;    now  the    leail- 
ing  men  of  all  the  classes  are  leaders  in 
Christian  work.     There   is   far    less  In- 
gersollisn  today  among  young  men  than 
there  was  tive  years  ago.'    And    the    de- 
mands of  reli^'ion  are   not  fanatical,  but 
it  is  a  reasonable  service. 

A  religion  for  men  must  speak  with  a 
divine  authority— from  above  humanity 
It  must  present  a  sufficient  motive  fo? 
enthusiasm.  It  must  present  its  justifi- 
cation for  being  in  its  historic  effects. 
It  must  be  no  bar  to  progress  nor  cur- 
tail human  possibilities  of  development. 
In  all  these  respects  the  Christian  re- 
ligion IP.  not  wanting.  The  failure  is  not 
on  its  side. 

Is  the  explanation  to  be  found  in  the 
lack  of  higher  qualities  among  modern 
men?  Is  the  failure  here?  The  answer 
must  again  be  negative.  Men  are  still 
appealed  to  by  the  highest  motives;  they 
are  still  capable  of  self-denial  and  conse- 
cration; they  are  still  capable  of  response 
to  the  highest  appeals. 

Can  we  tind  the    explanation   then   in 
local  causes?     Partially,   at    least.    One 
cause  is  a  social  one.    It  lies   in  the  mad 
chase  after  wealth,  the  speculative  fever 
that  has  infected   all  society.       He    who 
has  seen  the    scenes   lately  enacted  in  a 
public    building    in      this'    city    on      a 
recent    sale    of    property    can    hardly 
call    the    word    "mad,"    exaggeration. 
Where,    outside   of    an   insane  asylum, 
would  you  tind  a  parallel?    We  take  our 
boys  out  of  school  at  13  and  put    them 
in  an  office.    The  girls  remain  and  grad- 
uate.    As    a    consequence    you    know  a 
hundred    women    in    this  city    who  are 
vastly  superior  to  their  husbands  in  gen- 
eral culture.    We    can    tind    a  hundred 
ladies  here  studying  English   literature, 
history,  science  and  art,  and  you    would 
have  to  search  with  a  tine  tooth  comb  to 
tind  one  man.    Not    only    religion,    but 
culture    of    all    the    higher  qualities  of 
mind,  is  largely  given  up  to    the   women 
of  this  day.    They  outnumber    the   men 
two  to  one  in  co-educational  institutions 
and  crowd  the  many  colleges   devoted  to 
them.     Where  the  girl  of    the  next  gen- 
eration   is  to  tind    a    husband   is  a  hard 
queetion.    A      woman     is     bidden     to 
respect     her     husband,    and      how     a 
cultured  and  refined  woman  is   to   learn 
to  respect  a  mere  nioney -getting  machine 
is  hard  to  understand.      Another  cause 
is  found  in  some  mistakes  of  the  church. 
It  used  to  be  considered  that  a  man  must 
sow    his    wild    oats  before    conversion. 
Now  the  church  has  a  place  for  Christian 
boys  and  believes  in   Christian   nurture. 
Another  cause  has  l)een  in  the  decay  of 
family  life  and  household  religion. 

There  are  many  encouraging  signs  in 
the  future.    The  growth  of  the  Y.  P.   S 
C.  E.  with  its  army  of    boys;    the    rapid 
spread  of  tba  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  its  enlarg- 
ing work;  the  increasing   attendance  of 
young  men  at  church   services;    the   in- 
creasing ratio  of  men  in  church  member 
ship;  the  growth  toward    unitv    in    the 
churches,  all  these  things  point    to    the 
time  when  the  church    of    today    shall, 
like  Israel  of  old,  be    delivered    by    the 
"young    men    of    the    princes    of    the 
provinces."    The  sermon  closed   with    a 
stirring    passage    read    from      one      of 
Beecher's  leotures  to  young  men.

THE  POPE'S  LETTER.

He     .Sits     Down      Very      Heavily    on 
Masonti. 

New  York,  Nov.  10. —  An  official  trans- 
lation of  the  recently  issued  enoyclical 
of  the  Pope  is  to  be  read  to  the  dioceses. 

"The  letter  lays    particular  stress    on 

the  evil  influences  of  the  Masonic  order 
and  blames  it  for  nearly  all  the  indig- 
nities and  abuse  which  have  been 
heaped  up<jn  the  Pope  by  the  Italian 
government.  The  Pope  says  he  is  not 
saddened  by  personal  offenses,  but  by  the 
universal  ruin  toward  which  he  sees 
Italy  going  forward.  The  Masonic  order 
is  declared  to  be  "animated  by  the  spirit 
of  satao,  whose  instruments  they  are."

The  .Supposed  Alexsiah. 

Chicago,  Xov.  10.— (ien.  Nelson  A. 
Miles,  commander  of  the  department  of 
the  Missouri,  has  been  further  inter- 
viewed regardirg  the  Meesiali  craze 
aoQong  the  Dakota  and  Nebraska  In- 
dians. He  says  many  of  the  Sioux  and 
Cheyennes  now  assert  that  they  have 
already  seen  the  Messiah.  Among 
others,  Old  Porcupine,  a  prominent 
Cheyenne  chief,  who  last  winter  made  a 
tip  with  a  large  party  of  braves  to 
Wyoming,  and  said  he  had  been  taken 
to  the  Messiah  by  some  Bannock  In- 
dians, who  came  over  the  mountains  to 
act  as  guide. 

"Old  Porcupine  reports  that  tlie  Mes- 
siah is  the  white  man's  Christ  returned 
after  18<KJ  years  to  visit  the  red  men. 
The  Messiah  is  white  and  wears  his  head 
muffled  so  his  face  cannot  be  seen.  His 
hands  still  bear  cruel  scars  from  the 
wounds  inflicted  by  the  white  men  cen- 
turif  s  ag«).  These  scars  serve  to  remind 
the  Indian  of  his  duty  to  the  Messiah 
who  w^ill  bring  all  good  things  if  he  is 
only  faithful  to  his  old  traditions  and 
customs."

AN    OFFICIAL    INTERVIEW 

Premier  Wlilleway  TalkH   of   Reciprocity 
With  Ncwfoundlaud. 

London,  Nov.  10.— The  Chronicle  this 
morning  publishes  an  interview  with 
Premier  Whiteway  of  Newfoundland 
prior  to  his  departure  for  home.  The 
premier  said  that  the  counter  pro^iosals 
indicated  in  a  telegram  from  Nova 
Scotia  had  not  emanated  from  the  New- 
foundland government.  The  suggestion 
that  England  should  pay  a  l^ounty  on 
fish  exported  by  Newfoundlanders  he 
considered  absurd. 

In  regard  to  America,  he  believed  that 
both  sides  would  profit  by  the  accept- 
ance of  Newfoundland's  proposals, 
to  give  American  fishermen  the 
same  privileges  in  Newfounland  har- 
bors in  regard  to  bait,  etc.  as  the  New- 
foundlanders enjoyed,  in  addition  to  the 
privilege  of  the  winter  frozen  herring 
fishery,  in  return  for  the  admittance  of 
Newfoundland  fish  products  and  crude 
minerals  duty  free.  He  declared  there 
would  be  no  fear  of  distress  in  New- 
foundland once  the  questions  were 
settled.

And  it  it?  a  certainty  that  some  very 
prominent  gentlemen  are  going  to  be  in 
the  race  for  the  republican  gubernato- 
rial nominatiun.  And  it  is  apparent  that 
UDon  the  result  of  this  fight  will  hinge 
the  selection  of  a  successor  to  Cushman 
K.  Davis  in  tlie  United  States  senate. 

To<iay  says  "Van"  in  The  Minneapolis 

Journal,  there  are  no  lesg  than  four  very 

prominent  gentlemen  mentioned  in  con- 

■     n  with  the  republican    gubernato- 

:.onunation.    Joel  P.  Heatwole    has 

resolved      to      try      for       the       nomi- 
nation.    Knute    Nelson     will    also    try 
hi~    .-hances    in   the  gubernatorial  race, 
would  simply  be— to  him— astep- 
i   OK'-stone  for   something  higher.     And 
Minnesota  is  likely  to  have  a  very  popu 
lar  candidate  in  181)2.      He  is  probably 
ignorant  of    the    movements  of    his  ad- 
mirers in    the  interest  of  his  candidacy 
at  the  present  time.      He  is  Robert  G. 
F'vane,  member  of  the  national  republi- 
can committee  for  Minnesota.     And,  last 
but   not   least,  Governor  W.  R.  Merriam 
haa    a    man    upon  wh  ch   he    desires  to 
■rUiMW  his  gubernatorial  mantle   to   fall. 
He  ie  also  a  resident  of  the  Flour  city, 
Henry  F.  Brown,  considered  a  royal  good 
ftjilow  among  his  acquaintances. 

Governor  Merriam    will    be   satisfied 
with  his  second  term.    At   least  this  is 
the  way  the  thing    is    generally    under- 
stood among  the  republican  politicians. 
It  has  been  expected  that    the    present 
executive  would  only  be  satistied.    polit- 
.  ally,  when  peripi'tted  to  occupy   a  seat 
:ii  ihe  United  States  senate    from  Min- 
nesota.    During  the  past  campaign  his 
friends  have  claimed  that  he  would  not 
try  to  defeat  Mr.  Davis  in   1892.    Stress 
was  laid  upon  the  fact  that  the  governor 
and  senator  had  reached  an   agreement 
in  this  respect  as  early  as  last   May,  and 
that  tlie  governor  had    pledged    himself 
to  support    Mr.    Davis    for  re  election. 
This  story  was  not    generally    credited, 
however,  and  Merriam  is    still   regarded 
as  a  probable  opponent    to    Mr.    Davis, 
and  if  Governor  Merriam    still  has  some 
senatorial  ambitions,  his  chances  in  1892 
arr  better  than  .it  any  other  time  in  fu- 
ture. 

But  to    return    to  the   gubernatorial 
nomination.     Heatwole    left  for  Europe 
Wednesday  oigbt  with   the  intention  of 
returning  to  Minnesota  in  January  to  in- 
augurate his  canvass  for  the  republioan 
nomination.    His  friends    are  very  con- 
tident   that    he    will    develop    strength 
t^nough  to  capture  th<»  nomination.    He 
has  hosts  of  friends  in  the  country    that 
he  can  count  on  to  aid    him    during  the 
next  two  years.     No  one  can  dispute  the 
fact  that  he  is  one  of  the    most    popular 
I      men  in  this  state,    in    the  country    dis- 
tricts.   The  average  country    editor  re- 
gards Joel    as    an    ideal    candidate.     If 
Knute  Nelson  is  a  candidate,  the  North 
tield  editor  will  tind    him    a    dangerous 
competitor.     One  interesting  feature  of 
the  candidacy  of  these  two   men    is  the 
fact  that  a  warm  friendship    has    devel- 
oped between  them.    This  is  one  of  the 
things  that  tend  to  mystify    the    politi- 
cians, who  are  cognizant  of  the  political 
ambitions  of  the    two    men.    There  are 
those  who  scent  ii    political    alliance  be- 
tween them. 

It  can  be  seen  how  they  rould  form  an 
offensive    and    defensive   alliance.    Fcr 
instance:     Nelson  and    Heatwole    coula 
both  enter  the    race    for  the    guberna- 
torial    nomination.      It    seems    certain 
that  between    them    they  could    secure 
nearly  every  country  delegation.     In  ad- 
dition to  this,  Nelson  could  be    sure    to 
develop  strength  in  the  Twin  cities  that 
Heatwole    could    not.     With  the    allied 
strength  of  these  two  the  nomination  of 
one  would  be  a  certainty,if  a  mutual  agree- 
ment could  be  reached.  Then  suppose  it 
should  be  agreed  that  i  Heatwole  should 
have  Nelson's  strength  for  the  guberna- 
torial   nomination.    Then  Knute     Nel- 
son     would      be     a     senatorial     can- 
didate.    The       power       that       Heat 
wole    would     wield      as    governor-elect 
could  be  thrown  in  the  interest  of  Nel- 
son.    That  this  power  would  be  a  potent 
factor  in  the  outcome  can  easily  be  seen. 
Heatwole  would   have  the  entire  state 
patronage  to  trade   in   the    interest  of 
Nelson.     Now  to  reverse  the  combina- 
tion.    Nelson  might  be  decided  upon  as 
the  safest  man  for  the  governorship.    In 
this  event  his  interest  as  governor  could 
be  used  to  further  Heat wole's  candidacy 
for  the  senatorship.    Now,  in   the  event 
that  Heatwoie's  candidacy   does  not  de- 
velop   the    required    strength  to  make 
him  a  formidable  cand'date  for  either 
the    governorship    or    the    senatorship, 
Nelson  could  capture  the  governorship 
and        use      the      power      it      would 
give  him  to  further  his  candidacy  for 
senator.    In  the  event  of  his  election  as 
governor  and  his  elevation  to  the  senate 
by  the  vote  of  the    legislature   of    that 
year,   he    could   resign  as  governor  and 
allow  the  governor's  mantle  to  fall  upon 
the  should«»rsof  the  lieutenant-governor. 
And  why  shouldn't  this  mantle  fall  upon 
the  shoulders  of  Joel  P.  Heatwole? 

The  average  Minnesota  politician  will 
p«x>h-pooh  this  story.  It  is  not  to  the 
interest  of  these  politicians  or  to  their 
friends  to  admit  its  authenticity.  De- 
velopments during  the  next  two  years, 
however,  will  show  that  there  is  "more 
truth  than  poetry"  in  this  strong  political 
alliance. 

Nelson  and  Heatwole  may  fail  in  carry- 
ing out  their  plans.  Bob  Evans,  the 
candidate  that  a  good  many  Minneapo- 
lis gentlemen  have  in  view  for  the  next 
republican  gubernatorial  nomination, 
may  win  support  enough  to  prevent  its 
consummation.  Under  ordinary  circum- 
stances, Mr.  Evans  would  be  an  ideal 
candidate.  He  has  an  enviable  record  in 
politics.  He  is  a  clean  man  politically, 
a  brilliant  speaker  and  a  successful 
lawyer.  All  this  has  tended  to  strength- 
en him  both  in  the  city  and  in  the 
country.  During  the  past  campaign  he 
took  the  stump  for  the  party  and   made 


WHAT     HALVORSEN    IS. 

An  Old  Associate  in    the  Legislature  Tells 
of  the  New  Representative. 

Ex-State  Senator  J.  O.  Milne,  who  was 
in  the  senate  when  Kittle  Halvorsen, 
now  elected  representative  to  congress, 
was  in  the  house,  gives  The  Herald  the 
following  interesting  interview  on  Hal- 
vorsen and  his  capabilities: 

"Yes,  I  have  known  the  Hon.  Kittle 
Halvorsen  for  a  number  of  years.  He  is 
a  man  of  medium  size,  dresses  very 
plainly  but  neatly  and  is  a  pleasant  man 
to  meet.
